INTRODUCTION. 

, * \ 

I. 

WHEN  Dodlors  David  Clerk  and 
Colin  Drummond  introduced  the 
opening  of  the  Temporal  Artery  in  the 
Royal  Infirmary  of  Edinburgh,  that  ope- 
ration was  fcarce  heard  of,  as  being  pra£tif- 
ed  in  Scotland:  and  it  was  little  more  cul- 
tivated, fo  far  as  I could  find,  in  other 
parts  of  the  Britifh  Empire.  Indeed, 
the  opinions  which  prevailed,  at  that 
time,  concerning  this  operation,  various, 
oppofite,  and  all  of  them  groundlefs, 

JB  are 
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are,  even  now,  fufficient  proofs  of  its 
having  been-,  then,  in  - general  difufe. 
While  fome  maintained,  that  little  blood 
could  be  got  from  the  Temporal  Ar- 
tery; others,  with  equal  confidence, 
affirmed,  that  blocd  could  be  got  in  fuf- 
ficient qua-ntityj  but  that  the  flapping 
of  it  was  fo  difficult  as  to  render  the 
operation  dangerous,  There  was_  a third 
fet  of  Speculatifts,  who  declared,  that 
the  difficulty,  or  the  danger,  which  ever 
it  might  be,  was  not  worth  encounter* 
ing ; as  every  advantage,  fuppofed  to  re- 
fult  from  the  opening  of  an  artery,  cpuld 
be  attained  by  the  opening  of  a Vein. 
This,  I fay,  was  the  hate  of  the  pub- 
lick  fentiments,  or  rather  prejudices, 
with  regard  to  Arteriotomy,  when  my 
learned  and  worthy  friends  begaji  to  pre- 
fcribe  it  in  the  cure  of  difeafes.  I was 
then  a flu  dent  of  phyfick  in  the  uni- 
verfity,  and  affiftant  to  thofe  gentle- 
men at  the  hofpital.  And  though  thev 

per- 
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performing  of  operations  was,  of  courfe, 
no  part  of  my  province;  yet  I volun- 
tarily and  zealoully  made  it  my  buli- 
nefs  to'  open  arteries,  as  often  as  occa- 
fion  fhould  otter,  that  I might  be  en- 
abled to  throw  light  on  a fubjedt,  which 
appeared  to  me  not  only  very  curious, 
but  very  important. 

The  improvement  of  the  operation 
having  been  my  firft  objedt,  I foon: 
drew  up  a method  of  opening  the  Tem- 
poral Artery ; which  1 afterwards  gra- 
dually corredted  from  obfervation.  Af- 
ter having  performed  this  operation  a 
good  many  times,  I was  further  indu- 
ced to  make  experiments  on  living  dogs  j 
with  a view  of  profecuting  hints  that 
could  not  otherwife  have  been  cleared 
up.  All  thole  helps,  at  length,  enabled 
me  to  take  a comprehenfive  pradtical 
view  of  arteriotomy’:  and  the  refult  of 
my  enquiries  was.  as  follows. 

B 2 
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A fufficient  quantity  of  blood  can 
always  be  obtained  from  the  Tempo- 
ral Artery  : and  the  blood  can,  at 

any  time,  be  flopped  with  certainty,  and 
with  eafe. 

All  acceffible  arteries  may  be  opened 
without  danger. 

The  ufual  methods  of  flopping  he- 
morrhages are  not  founded  on  jufl 
principles. 

The  baflard  aneurifm  is  not  a necef- 
fary  confequence  of  a pricked  artery. 

The  ufual  method  of  treating  the  baf- 
ard  aneurifm  is  capable  of  great  im- 
rovement. 

Arteriotomy  is  preferable  to  phlebo- 
y in  the  cure  of  difeafes ; and  for 
ns  very  different  from  thofe  which 
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are  alTigned  by  the  learned  Dodtor  Freind 
and  others. 

When  I took  the  degree  of  Dodtof 
in  fixty-one,  I had  chofen  Arteriotomy 
for  the  fubjedt  of  my  Inaugural  Dif* 
courfe ; in  which  the  preceding,  and 
other  topicks,  were  difcufled;  and  which 
I defended  at  my  publick  examination. — - 
While  that  differtation  * was  in  the 
prefs,  I repeated  publickly  the  moffc 
confiderable  of  my  experiments ; and 
performed  others  for  the  lirft  time.  I 
opened  the  radial  artery.  I all'o  at- 
tempted to  open  the  carotid,  in  a 
cafe  where  arteriotomy . had  been  pre- 
ferred. I had  even  gone  fo  far  as 
lo  make  the  tranfverfe  incifion  : but,  as 
the  young  man  became  faint  before 
the  artery  was  brought  to  view,  I ne~ 
eedarily  deferred  the  compleating  of 


' > 
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the  operation  till  the  next  day.  This 
affair  indantly  made  much  noife:  and 
the  Managers  of  the  Royal  Infirmary 
{hewed  their  fenfe  of  apprehenfion,  by 
defiring  that  I might  not  go  on  with 
the  operation.  Upon  this,  I told  the 

phyficians,  furgeons,  and  others  of  my 
friends,  who  had  honoured  me  with 
their  company,  that  they  might  fee 
the  fame  experiment  in  a dog  ; which  I 
had  already  performed  by  myfelf  feveral 
times  fuccelsfully  ; and  which,  I hoped, 
they  would  look  upon  as  equally  con- 
clufive.  Accordingly,  having  extended  a 
dog  on  a table,  provided  with  ftaples 
for  fecuring  his  extremities,  I made  a 
longitudinal  incilio.iv  large  and  deep,  in 
his  neck  ; and,  after'  expofing  the  ca- 
rotid artery  fully  to  view,  made  an 
opening  of  a line  and  a half  in  length; 
and  the  blood  dreamed  forth  by  jets, 
and  to  a great  didance.  I then  dopped 
the  blood:  and  the  fame  gentlemen  faw 

the 
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the  progrefs  of  the  animal’s  recovery, 
which  was  fpeedy  and  without  interrup- 
tion. 

Having  thus  given  a brief  hiftory 
of  arteriotomy  as  far  as  I am  con- 
cerned in  it,  I fhall  now  infert  a ge- 
neral method  of  opening  arteries,  with 
defcriptions  of  the  principal  inftruments, 
extracted  from  my  dillertation  5 and 
which  it  is  unnecelfary  to  tranflate,  as 
it  can  only  be  ufeful  to  practitioners  in 
phyfick  or  furgery.

That  I may,  in  part,  make  good  this  pro- 
mife,  I now  give  to  the  publick  the  fol- 
lowing Improved  Method  of  opening  the 
Temporal  Artery,  exactly  as  it  has  flood 
for  at  lead  thefe  five-and-twenty  years. 
And  I think  this  publication  particular- 
ly incumbent  on  me  at  this  time  ; as  I 
find  that  fome  difficulties  have  lately  at- 
tended the  pradlice  of  Arteriotomy,  which 
the  perufers  of  this  Method  will  al-

ways 
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Ways  be  able  to  prevent  or  remove-.  . 
And  though  this  method  renders  the 
operation  perfectly  convenient  and  ma- 
nageable j yet  it  is  but  juftice  particu- 
larly to  mention  here,  what  cannot  be 
controverted,  that  during  all  my  expe- 
rience of  opening  arteries  at  Edin- 
burgh* even  before  the  New  Star-ban- 
dage was  contrived,  in  not  fo  much 
as  a fingle  inftance  was  that  practice 
hurtful  either  by  hemorrhage  or  in  any 
ether  way.  On  the  contrary,  I faw 
with  pleafure  that  patients  in  general 
bore  the  lofs  of  blood  frqm  an  artery 
better  than  from  a vein;  and  likewise 
that  a pfofufe  difeharge  by  the  former 
was  never  followed  by  that  Iafting  languor 
and  debility,  fo  certainly  the  confequences 
of  an  equal  wafte  by  the  latter.  I fay,  X 
made  thofe  obfervations  with  pleafure * 
becaufe  they  were  new,  and  capable  of 
being  put  to  good  ufe  in  practice*

Cafes  and  obfervations  are  added,  through 
an  earned  dcdre  of  railing  arteriotomy 
to  its  proper  rank  as  a remedy  in  the 
cure  of  difeafes.  If  feveral  of  the 
cafes  that  are  here  publifhed  have  no 
connection  with  this  operation ; ypt 
they  always  relate  to  the  difeafe  in  quefc 
tion,  and  tend  to  improve  medical  prac- 
tice. Some,  no  doubt,  will  think  that 
I have  given  too  few  in  dances  of  the  fuc- 
ccfs  of  this  operation  from  my  own  private 
practice  : and  every  reader  may  fee,  that  I 
have  not  ordered  it  in  cafes  where  I have 
drongly  recommended  it.  As  to  the  fird 
remark ; I anfwer,  that  the  cafes  adduced 
are  fufficient  to  prove  the  excellencies  attri- 
buted to  arteriotomy  : and  the  proof  is  the 
more  unquedionable,  that  it  is  chiefly 
taken  from  the  publick  practice  of  anhofpi- 
tal,  and  where  it  is  dill  upon  record.  For 

the 
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the  reft,  I am  confcious  that  I have  hitherto 
done  every  thing  in  my  power  * for  the 
advancement  of  this  generous  remedy.  I 
hope  that  others  of  the  profeflion  will 
lend  their  afliftance : and,  if  they  join 
heartily  in  their  cooperation,  there  is  lit- 
tle doubt,  that  arteriotomy  will  now 
come  into  general  ufe. 


V. 

The  Paper  on  the  Cataradt  is  ano- 
ther juvenile  production,  which  I beg  leave 
alfo  to  deliver  untouched  to  the  publick. 
The  ftridtures  on  the  ufual  opera- 
tions were  all  drawn  from  what  I had  feen. 
The  new  operation  is  a propofal  which

has 
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lias  probability  on  its  fide;  but  has  never 
yet  been  tried  in  a living  fubjed.  In 
the  year  fifty-five,  Mr.  Young,  after- 
wards Dodor  Young,  happened,  in  the 
month  of  his  attendance,  to  have  fe- 
veral  cataracts  to  extra#  at  the  Infirmary  : 
and  he  offered  to  make  trial  of  the  Cut- 
ing  Forceps.  I can  not  now  recoi- 
led: the  particular  reafons  for  my  having 
declined  that  gentleman’s  offer : but  I 
(hall  be  glad  to  hear  when  the  inffrument 
comes  into  the  hands  of  any  other  gentle- 
man as  well  qualified  as  he  was,  either 
for  doing  juflice  to  the  contrivance,  or 
fupplying  its  defeds.

My  firft  publication,  a Method  of  Cure 
for  the  Stone,  chiefly  by  Injedions, 
took,  its  rife  from  the  following  accident; 
which  is  the  hint  alluded  to  in  the 
► fecond 
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fecond  page  of  that  Tradt.  The  late 
Dodtor  Whytt  brought  a furgeon  with, 
him  one  day  to  the  infirmary,  to  try, 
whether  lime-water  could  not  be  inject- 
ed into  the  bladder,  by  overcoming  the 
power  of  the  fphindter  through  the 
force  of  the  influent  liquor:  but  they 
defifted  without  being  able  to  efFedt 
their  purpofc,  I,  who  happened  to  be  a 
by-iLander,  faw  that  the  furgeon’s  inftru- 
mefit  was  only  a common  clyfter-bag-and- 
pipe ; and  that,  befides,  he  had  overlooked 
precautions  which  feemed  abfolutely  ne- 
ceflary  to  his  fuccefs.  As  foon,  therefore, 
as  thofe  gentlemen  were  gone,  I meditated 
meafures  for  injedting  into  the  bladder,  in 
the  manner  which  they  had  propofed. 
And  in  no  great  length  of  time,  unafilfted* 
and  undirected,  I brought  that  matter 
to  the  defired  conclufion.  The  whole  has 
been  long  before  the  publick:  and  the 
means,  there  recommended,  will  always 
fully  atifwer  the  feveral  intentions.

While  I was  employed  in  this  way,  it  oc- 
curred to  me,  that,  in  fuppreffions  of  urine, 
the  method  commonly  in  ufe  for  carrying 
off  that  fluid  required  too  much  jfkill  and 
addrefs : for,  as  people  affiidted  with  this 
diforder  were  too  often  at  a diftance  from 
perfons  of  fufficient  experience  to  perforin 
fuch  an  operation  as  it  ought  to  be  per- 
formed, I thought  that  an  inftrument, 
which  fhould  require  little  or  no  /kill  to 
introduce  it  into  the  bladder,  might  be  an 
ufeful  acquifition.  Accordingly,  to, a tin 
pipe  fix  inches  and  three  quarters  long,  in- 
cluding its  great  end  or  head,  and  a male 
fcrew  on  its  point  (See  Fig.  2.  a .J,  I fit- 
ted a filver  flexible  pipe  by  means  of  a fe- 
male fcrew ( See  Fig.  7.  z.J.  This  flexible 
pipe,  exclulwe  of  the  female  fcrew,  was 
three  inches  and  a half  lon^.  The  two

pipes,  when  joined  together,  meafured  ten 
inches  and  a half  of  which  the  head,  re- 
fembling  that  of  a clyfter-pipe,  made  five- 
eighths  of  an  inch.  The  bore  of  this  pipe 
was  about  one-tenth  of  an  inch ; and  its 
diameter  was  of  a correfponding  thick- 
nefs.  When  this  inftrument  was  introdu- 
ced into  the  urethra,  and  was  pufhed  for- 
wards with  an  equable  and  gentle  prefture, 
jt  readily  accommodated  itfelf  to  the  cur- 
vature of  that  canal,  and  fo  paffed  with  eafe 
into  the  bladder.  Befides,  for  the  conve- 
nience of  fuch  as  chofe  to  injedt  into  the 
bladder  by  means  of  a pipe  introduced 
the  whole  way,  the  head  of  this  inftrument 
was  contrived  fo  as  either  to  flide  upon  the 
flopcock-pipe  of  the  injecting  bellows, 
or  to  admit  of  a bladder  being  tied  upon 

it.

As  this  introduction  is  of  amifcellaneous 
nature,  and,  bedde,  treats  profededly  of  the 
labours  of  my  youth,  I am  naturally  led  to 
affert  my  claim  to  the  having  been  the  firfl 
in  Scotland  who  publickly  contended,  that 
the  Lymphatick  Veins  mull  be  a fydem 
of  abforbents.  I did  not  take  up  this  opi- 
nion from  an  accidental  random  experi- 
ment; nor  did  I catch  a hint  of  it  from  any 
perfon;  but  drew  it  from  anatomy,  as  it  was 
then  taught  by  the  beft  mailers.  I found 
that  lymphatick  veins  were  demondrated 
in  mod  parts  of  the  body  * ; but  that  lym- 
phatick arteries  were  difcovered  in  very  few 
parts  “f*,  and,  in  thefe,  only  on  account  of  a 
particular  dru&ure.  Thofe  veins,  there- 
fore, as  they  could  not  be  fuppofed  to  be  con-

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tinued  from  arteries,  which  certainly  did 
not  exift  fince  they  were  not  to  be  feen, 
mult  of  neceffity  beabforbents  : becaufc,  all 
the  veins,  that  have  yet  been  difcovered  in 
animal  bodies,  are  either  continued  from 
arteries,  or  are  abforbents  ; that  is,  begin 
with  patulous  orifices.  Befide,  I could  fee 
a neceffity  for  fuch  a mechanifm,  particu- 
larly in  that  very  large  fecretion  in  the 
cellular  membrane,  in  order  to  carry  oft' 
the  aqueous  redundancy  for  the  due  ela- 
boration of  the  fat. 

Thofe,  and  other,  arguments,  I made 
ufe  of  in  fupport  of  my  dodtrine.  And, 
as  a confirmation  that  I had  entertained 
fuch  fentiments,  in  the  year  fifty- feven, 
when,  on  a certain  occafion,  I was  en- 
deavouring to  overturn  the  Boerhaavian 
dodtrine  concerning  the  nature  and  feat 
of  the  Rhumatifm,  I make  ufe  of  thofe 
words.  Neque.  in  arteriis  tertii  ordinis, 
iedem,  quantum  video,  habet  ifte  morbus:

merito  enim  dubitatur,  an,  ubique  in  cor- 
pore,  id  genus  vafcula  dentur  nec  ne. — - 
Now,  if  it  was  defervediy  doubted  whe- 
ther the  lymphatick  arteries  exifted  every 
where  in  the  body,  this  muft  amount  to 
a total  dilbelief  of  thofe  regularly  defend- 
ing orders  of  vclfels,  which  Docftor  Boer- 
haave  was  fo  fond  of  inculcating,  as  a 
ftrudture  that  generally  takes  place.  If, 
therefore,  lymphatick  arteries  made  no 
part  of  the  general  ftrudture  of  the  vafcu- 
lar  fyftem,  it  followed,  that  wherever 
they  were  found,  it  muft  be  where  a par- 
ticular ftrudture  rendered  them  neceftary. 
And,  as  the  lymphatick  arteries  were 
found  in  much  fewer  parts  of  the  body 
than  the  lymphatick  veins,  it  furely  re- 
quired no  great  depth  of  thought  to  fup- 
pofe  the  latter  to  be  abforbents.  It  is 
rather  amazing,  that  an  inference,  feem- 
ingly  fo  natural,  fhould  have  been  fo  long 
of  being  made,  that  a fa£t,  feemingly  fo 
obvious  to  a plain  underftanding,  fhould 

have 
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have  lien  fo  long  concealed.  Indeed,  I 
believe  that  truth  is,  for  the  mod:  part, 
within  the  reach  of  common  underftand- 
ings ; and  that  men  oftener  fail,  in  their 
refearches  after  it,  by  indulging  an  over- 
fubtilty  of  investigation,  than  from  any 
other  caufe;  as  though,  forfooth,  nothing 
could  be  worth  knowing  that  was  not  far 
fetched. 

To  what  has  been  faid,  it  will  be  ob- 
jected, that  a man  may  have  entertained 
opinions  in  fifty- feven,  very  different  from 
thofe  which  he  may  have  held  in  fifty- 
three  or  four.  But  that  my  opinions 
were  quite  confiftent  on  this  fubjet,  for 
thofe  years,  is  proved  from  this,  that  I 
could  have  had  no  other  rational  principles 
for  fuppofing  the  lymphatick  veins  to  be 
abforbents  than  thofe  which  I have  juft 
quoted  from  Doctor  Haller.  And,  that 
I actually  maintained  that  doctrine  fo  long 
ago,  I give  the  following  evidence,  ex- 

trated 
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tracked  from  a letter,  dated  at  Warwick, 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February,  fifty- 
eight,  which  I received  from  my  much 
efteemed  friend,  Mr.  Thomas  Beveridge. 
“ I law  lately  in  one  of  the  Reviews,  an 
“ account  of  A.  Monro’s  Treatife  upon 
“ the  lymphatick  veffels;  thedifcoveries  in 
“ which,  they  fay,  are  drenuoully  claim- 
“ ed  by  Hunter.  But  if  there  be  none 
*•  other  than  what  are  mentioned  in  the 
“ Review,  I know  one  who  has  as 
“ good  a title  to  them  as  either  of  the  tw<3, 
“ having,  fome  years  ago,  heard  the  ftruc- 
“ ture  and  ufe  of  thofe  parts  explained,  in 
“ the  very  fame  way  that  they  are  in  that 
“ fpecimen  of  Monro’s  book  which  I have 
“ ieen,  by  yourfelf,  both  in  private  and  like— 
“ wife  in  the  fociety.”— He  means  a lo- 
ciety  which  held  weekly  meetings  during 
the  fitting  of  the  Colleges,  and  was  known 
bv  the  name  of  the  Medico- Romana  ; be- 
caufe  the  members  wrote  and  converfed  on 
medical  l'ubje&s,  and  in  the  Latin  tongue, 

only. 
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only.  This  fociety  finally  broke  up  on  the 
eighteenth  o£  February,  fifty-five. 

I fet  the  greateft  value  on  this  teftimony 
of  Mr.  Beveridge,  becaufe  he  was  highly 
andjuftly  regarded  by  all  his  acquaintance. 
It  is  well  known,  that  probity,  candour, 
and  judgment,  were  the  leading  marks  of 
his  character.  Befide,  he  had  not  only 
read,  but  had  thought  and  obferved  a great 
deal.  Indeed  his  abilities  were  fuch,  that 
lie  muft,  had  he  lived,  have  made  a confi- 
derable  figure  : but  he  died  not  long  after 
this  in  the  Weft  Indies.  To  conclude,  I 
believe,  in  my  confcience,  that  the  follow- 
ing ftanza,  is  as  applicable  to  my  late 
friend,  as  it  was  to  the  illuftrious  an?- 
cient.

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CHAP.  I. 

AN  IMPROVED  METHOD 

O F 

Opening  the  TEMPORAL  ARTERY, 

AND  A 

NEW  APPARATUS,  Described. 

AS  arteriotomy  is  highly  extolled  by 
authors  of  great  experience,  judge-, 
ment,  and  veracity,  it  muft  be  owned, 
that,  even  before  I performed  the  opera- 
tion myfelf,  l fufpedled  much,  that  no 
juft  reafons  could  be  affigned  for  its  pre- 
sent almoft  univerfal  neglect.  And  I can 
now  fay,  after  having  performed  it  a 
great  many  times,  that  its  difufe  has 
been  owing,  if  not  to  a falfe  theory, 
entirely  to  the  unfkilfulnefs  of  fome 
.operators  5 which  produced  the  effects  of 

daunting 
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daunting  the  more  timorous,  and  of  con- 
firming others  in  their  prejudices.  For 
it  could  not  poffibly  proceed  from  a want 
of  fuccefs  in  curing  difeafes,  where  blood- 
letting was  indicated;  as,  in  thofe  cafes,  I 
have  generally  ©bferved  arteriotomy  much 
more  effectual  than  phlebotomy.  And 
I never  law  any  bad  effects  from  the  firft, 
that  were  not  owing  to  mifconduft  ; and 
even  thofe  were  fo  flight  as  to  admit  of 
a quick  and  ealy  cure. — We  may,  there- 
fore, pronounce  it  as  fafe  to  open  the 
Temporal  Artery,  at  lead:,  as  any  vein 
of  the  body ; if  the  method  be  duly 
obferved,  which  I am  about  to  lay  down, 
with  all  the  candour,  and  perlpicuity* 
which  I am  capable  of. 

I fhall  not,  in  order  to  fwell  this  paper* 
and  make  avain  (howof  erudition,  trace  this 
operation  from  the  mod:  early  accounts, 
and  point  out  the  various  methods  of  do- 
ing it.  It  may  be  enough  to  obferve, 

that 
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that  mine  is  different  from  every  one  of 
them,  is  very  eafy,  very  fafe,  and,  by  it, 
any  quantity  of  blood  can  always  be  ob- 
tained : which  circumftances,  being  more 
than  can  be  faid  of  any  other,  will,  I hope, 
be  a fufficient  apology  for  offering  it  to 
the  publick,  as  under: 

§ 1.  The  patient  being  conveniently 
placed  to  the  light,  the  operator  fits  down 
fronting  the  fide  which  he  intends  to 
operate  upon,  fhaves  the  temple,  wipes 
it  very  dry,  and  then  rubs  it  over  with 
powder  of  chalk. 

§ 2.  Having  difcovered  the  artery,  by 
its  puliation  under  his  finger,  and  made 
a dot  with  ink  on  each  fide  of  it,  (about 
the  fame  height  with  the  top  of  the  ear) 
fo  as  to  leave  the  diffance  of  one  half,  or 
three  fourths  of  an  inch,  between  them, 
hedire&s  the  patient’s  head  to  be  held  by 
an  affiffant. 


§ 3.  Then 
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§ 3.  Then  pinching  up  the  fkin  with 
his  linger  and  thumb  below  where  he  in- 
tends the  incifion,  while  the  affiftant  does 
the  fame  above,  he  runs  a lancet  through 
the  two  mentioned  dots,  and  cuts  the  fkin 
over  it  quite  thorough. 

§ 4.  The  operator  next  corrprefies  the 
artery  with  his  left  thumb  a little  fur- 
ther up  than  the  wound ; wipes  the 
wound  with  a bit  of  fponge  wrung  out  of 
cold  water  5 and,  having  thus  got  a diftindt 
view  of  the  artery,  opens  it  in  a longi- 
tudinal direction,  and  with  an  elevation 
of  the  point  of  his  lancet. 

§ 5.  Having  drawn  the  proper  quanti- 
ty of  blood,  he  brings  the  lips  of  the 
wound  together,  applies  two  or  three  folds 
of  charpee  to  it,  and  fixes  the  bandage 
upon  that  j but  fo,  that  the  pulfation  may 
be  felt  equally  free  through  the  ramifica- 
tions 
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lions  of  the  Temporal  artery  after,  as  be- 
fore, the  application  of  the  bandage. 

Though  I have  pointed  out  a particu- 
lar place  for  opening  the  temporal  artery 
(§2);  yet,  in  general,  that  veffel  ought 
to  be  opened  wherever  its  pulfation  is  molt 
confpicuous.  Sometimes,  indeed, it  is  dif- 
ficult to  difcover  it  by  its  pulfation.  This 
much  oftener  arifes  from  the  deep  fitua- 
tion,  than  from  the  fmallnefs  of  the  vefTel. 
If  the  pulfation  be  faint  and  circum- 
■fcribed,  it  is  a fign  that  the  artery  is  finall, 
and  that  its  fituation  is  not  deep.  If  the 
pulfation  be  more  diffufe,  it  may  be  taken 
lor  granted  that  the  veffel  is  not  fmallj  but 
that  the  apparent  weaknefs  of  its  adtion  is 
owing  to  the  thicknels  of  the  fkin  and 
fat,  and  fometimes,  befide  this,  to  its  being 
-covered  by  that  membrane  which  Win- 
flow  calls  calote  aponeurotique , the  aponeu- 
rotick  cap. — In  the  laft  cafe,  the  operator 
jn.ay  proceed  notwithflanding  the  feemin.g 

weaknefs 
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weaknefs  of  the  pulfation ; and,  after  ha- 
ving made  the  tranfverfe  incifion,  and 
wiped  away  the  blood  (§  4),  he  will  then 
fee  the  throbbing  of  the  artery  through 
the  tenfe  aponeurotick  membrane.  And, 
finally,  he  may  cut  both  the  membrane 
and  the  artery  at  once,  by  a longitudinal 
incifion ; or  each  feparately,  to  wit,  the 
former  in  a tranfverfe,  and  the  latter  in  a 
longitudinal  direction:  both  which  me- 
thods I have  ufed  with  fuccefs. — When 
the  artery  is  fmall,  the  operator  mull  take 
care  to  open  it  fufiiciently  : and  then  he 
*is  to  affifi:  the  flowing  of  the  blood  by  the 
application  of  a cupping-glafs — The  fame 
method  is  proper,  where  the  artery,  though 
big  enough,  has  not  been  rightly  opened 
at  firfi;  and  the  orifice  cannot  be  enlarged 
afterward,  as  the  operator’s  view  is  diftur- 
bed  by  the  trickling  blood.  But,  I believe, 
the  neceflity  of  cupping,  on  account  of 
the  fmallnefs  of  the  veflel,  will  rarely  hap- 
pen (at  leafl:  it  has  never  yet  happened  to 
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me) ; and  the  other  cafe  as  feldom  to  an 
operator  who  keeps  very  fharp  lancets: 
and  this  is  abfolutely  neceffary;  for  arteries 
are,  in  general,  more  loofely  connected  to 
the  neighbouring  parts  than  veins,  and 
their  coats  are  alfo  more  elaftick.  How- 
ever, in  mod;  cafes,  a fpeedy  evacuation  (if 
that  fhould  be  preferred  to  a more  flow  dif- 
cliarge)  is  greatly  promoted  by  the  Cup- 
ping-glafs : and  the  following  circum- 
ilance,  relating  to  the  ufe  of  it,  merits  par- 
ticular notice.  The  blood,  if  the  air  has 
been  much  exhaufted,  ceafes  to  flow: 
which  floppage  is  owing  to  the  compref- 
fion  of  the  artery,  partly  by  the  inftru- 
ment,  and  partly  by  the  diftention  of  the 
furrounding  cellular  fubftance.  The  rule, 
therefore,  is,  to  exhauft  the  air  but  mo- 
derately; and  to  raife  the  cupping- glafs 
gently  from  below,  fo  that  ftill  no  air  may 
enter;  and  then  the  blood  flows  brifkly.

The  cutting  of  the  fkin,  previous  to- 
opening  the  artery  (§  3.),  is  fo  abfolutely 
neceffary,  that  I am  inclined  to  think, 
that  thofe  authors,  who  order  an  artery 
to  be  opened  in  the  fame  way  as  a vein, 
have  had  but  very  little  experience  of 
the  matter;  for,  if  you  endeavour  to  cut 
both  the  fkin  and  the  artery  at  once,  you 
will  readily  fail  in  the  attempt,  at  lead  of 
opening  the  vedel  diffidently:  and  repeat- 
ed pundtures  fo  fatigue  and  difpirit  the  pa- 
tient, that  he  cannot  afterward  bear  the 
lofs  of  fo  much  blood  as  otherwife  he 
could  have  done;  nay,  he  will  fometimes 
be  apt  to  faint,  before  a fingle  ounce  is 
drawn.  Whereas,  according  to  the  me- 
thod here  recommended,  the  artery  is  not 
touched  till  once  a didindt  view  of  it  is 
got : and  then  it  is  opened  with  fcarce  any 
pain  to  the  patient.  However,  it  mud  be 
obferved,  that,  even  in  this  way,  the  artery 
often  ceafes  to  bleed  ; which  is  owing  to 
the  gradual  formation  of  a grumous  phig 
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in  its  orifice.  But  this  inconvenience  is 
eafily  prevented,  or  removed,  by  wiping 
the  wound,  from  time  to  time,  with  a 
fponge  wrung  out  of  warm  water;  or  by 
introducing  the  point  of  a probe  into  the 
orifice.  And  the  not  adverting  to  this 
circumflance  feems  to  be  a chief  reafon, 
why  fome  imagine  that  little  blood  can  be 
got  from  the  temporal  artery. 

* \ \ 

By  preffing  the  artery  with  your  thumb, 
previoufly  to  its  being  opened  (§  4.),  it  is 
not  only  kept  from  fhifti ng,  but  alfo  its 
pulfation  is  rendered  more  evident.  But 
care  fhould  be  taken  that  the  fkin  is  not 
pufhed,  by  this  preffure,  out  of  its  natural 
place;  which  is  almofl  the  only  circu al- 
liance that  can  render  the  continuance 
of  it  neceffary  during  the  flowing  of  the 
blood. 

The  wiping  of  the  wound  with  3 cold 
wet  fponge  brings  a ftri&ure  upon  the 

D wounded 
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wounded  veflels;  and  fo  prevents  the  fur- 
ther  efflux  of  blood,  by  which  means  the 
artery  is  expofed  fairly  to  view.  It  may, 
however,  be  worth  while  to  remark,  that 
the  patient’s  blood  is  fometimes  fo  thin, 
that  it  oozes  in  confderable  quantity  from 
the  whole  furface  of  the  incifion.  In  fuch 
a cafe  the  affiftant  is  directed  to  wipe  off 
the  blood,  and,  immediately  as  he  removes 
his  hand,  the  operator  plunges  his  lancet 
into  the  artery:  or  the  operator  himfelf 
may  wipe  the  wound  with  a bit  of  linen 
rag  wet  with  alcohol;  which  feais  up  the 
orifices  of  thofe  fmall  veflels,  till  once  he 
has  opened  the  artery. 

It  is  evident,  from  what  has  been  faid, 
that  there  is  one  inconvenience  which  an 
operator  fhould  wifli  to  fhun,  when  he 
makes  the  tranfverfe  incifion  (§3.);  and 
that  is,  the  hurting  of  the  artery  by  the 
fhoulder  of  his  lancet:  for,  when  this  hap- 
pens, the  veflel  does  not  bleed  freely 

while. 
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'while,  at  the  Lime  time,  it  conftantly  pours 
forth  as  much  of  its  contents  as  are  fuffi- 
cient  to  obfcure  its  fituation,  and  fo  not 
only  retard  the  operation  considerably,  but 
render  its  fuccefs  precarious.  It  is  moft 
difficult  to  obviate  this  accident  in  fat  pa- 
tients ; becaufe,  in  them,  the  fkin  cannot 
be  eafily  pinched  up.  It  is,  however,  ac- 
compliffied,  by  making  the  trunfverfe  inci- 
lion  with  a lancet  that  differs  from  a com- 
mon lancet  in  having  one  of  its  fides  to 
the  very  point  quite  ffreight.  See  Fig.  3. 

The  fize  of  the  tranfverfe  incifion  (§  2.) 
fhould  be  more  or  lefs,  according  as  the 
cellular  membrane  happens  to  be  more 
or  lefs  diffended  with  fat.

The  artery  is  opened  in  a longitudinal 
direction  (§  4.);  becaufe,  by  a tranfverfe 
Incifion,  it  might  be  cut  entirely  through; 
which  is  one  of  the  methods  ufed  for 
flopping  blood. 

D2 
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When  I fir  ft  began  to  open  the  tempo- 
ral artery,  hemorrhage  was  no  infrequent 
confequence  of  the  operation.  This  in- 
convenience I imputed  to  the  ufe  of 
the  bandage  commonly  recommended.  I, 
therefore,  contrived  a new  ftar-bandage : 
and,  from  my  experience,  it  is  preferable, 
in  every  refpedt,  to  the  old. 

The  wound  always  heals  by  the  firft  in- 
tention. At  leaft  I never  faw  it  do  other- 
wife  in  my  pra&ice;  except  once  that  it 
came  to  fuppuration,  and  continued  run- 
ning, like  an  iffue,  till  I difcovered  the 
caufe  to  be  the  great  preflure  of  the 
new  bandage  upon  the  wound.  But  be- 
ing then  of  the  common  opinion,  that  a 
very  confiderable  compreftion  was  abfo- 
lutely  neceftary  for  flopping  the  blood,  to 
prevent  any  remarkable  fuppuration  for 
the  future,  I applied  the  machine  below 
the  wound:  and  this  precaution  had  the 
deftred  cffedjt.  Soon  after,  however,  I had 

reafan 
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reafon  to  fufped,  that  no  great  compref- 
fion  was  neceffary  for  hemming  the  blood; 
as  I found,  that  the  patients  themfelves 
fometimes  flackened  the  bandage  fo  far, 
that  it  could  have  little  more  effed  than 
juft  to  keep  the  drefllngs  upon  the  wound; 
notwithftanding  which,  the  artery  did  not 
bleed.  Upon  obferving  this,  I applied 
the  bandage  diredly  to  the  wound ; but 
fo  that  the  circulation  could  not  be  dis- 
turbed by  it  ; for  the  pulfation  was  felt 
equally  free  through  the  ramification? 
of  the  temporal  artery  after,  as  before, 
the  application  of  that  bandage.  And,  as 
this  fufficiently  anfwered  the  purpofes 
both  of  preventing  a hemorrhage  and  fup- 
puration,  I have  fince  continued  the  fame 
pradice;  and  do  now,  after  a number  of 
trials,  recommend  it  to  others  (§  5.). 

From  the  different  circumftances  that 
may  be  gathered  through  this  paper,  it 
appears  to  a demonftration,  that  the  blood 
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is  flopped  by  a plug  blocking  up  tlic 
wound  made  in  the  veffel ; and  that  all 
the  bandage  does,  is  to  fupport  this  plug, 
and  keep  it  in  its  place,  by  hindering  it  to 
give  way  fo  eafily  to  the  remfance  from 
within.  As  a further  proof  of  this,  I 
have  taken  off  the  bandage  an  hour  or  two 
after  it  was  applied,  and  made  the  pati- 
ent fit  for  a confiderable  time,  having 
nothing  but  the  charpee  upon  the  wound, 
without  any  hemorrhagy  happening.  In 
thefe  cafes,  the  mere  adhefioii  of  the  lint 
was  a fufficient  fupport  to  keep  the  plug, 
or  grume,  in  its  place.  Hence  that  trite, 
and  feemingly  unanfwerable,  objection  to 
arteriotomy,  namely,  the  great  neceffary 
comprefTion  after  the  operation,  is  fairly 
exploded  ; as  it  is  evidently  founded  on 
the  want  of  experience,  and  on  the  ig- 
norance of  the  true  method  by  which 
the  blood  is'ftemmed.  Our  wonder  at  the 
frequent  practice,  among  the  Egyptian*, 
of  opening  arteries  in  different  parts  of 

the 
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the  body,  without  any  bad  confequence 
from  the  operation,  may  now  likewife 
ceafe. 

In  general,  I find  Ambrofe  Pare’s  ob- 
fervation  to  be  juft,  that  the  wound  is 
healed  in  four  or  five  days.  But  I would 
ad  vile  that  the  bandage  be  kept  on  a day 
or  two  longer,  to  prevent  one  other  trou- 
blefome  accident ; and  that  is,  what  au- 
thors call,  a baftard  aneurifin.  It  is  owing 
to  an  effiufion  of  blood  from  the  artery-' 
into  the  furrounding  cellular  fubftance ; 
which,  not  getting  accefs  through  the 
Ikin,  now  healed  up,  gradually  ftretchesit 
into  a tumour.  This  diforder  is  cured  by 
the  following  treatment.  Having,  with 
your  thumb,  comprelfed  the  artery  below, 
cut  off  the  fac  clofe  by  the  furface  of  the 
fkin  (never  touching  the  veflel)  with  a 
lharp  fcalpelj  then  dre'fs  the  wound  in 
the  fame  way  as  after  a recent  blooding  : 

and

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and  it  is  generally  healed  in  much  the 
fame  time,  that  is,  in  five  or  fix  days. 

I have  mentioned  a bandage  for  flop- 
ping the  blood  after  this  operation.  Or- 
der requires  that  I give  a defcription  of 
this  inflrument.  To  convey  a more 
clear  conception  of  it,  I fliall  begin  with 
defcribing  all  its  parts  feparately ; and 
then  fliew  how  thofe  different  parts  con- 
ftitute  the  whole. 


The  Description  of  the  New- 
Star-Bandage. 

The  bails  of  this  inflrument  is  two  cy- 
lindrical rings  of  thin  brafs,  which  juft 
Aide  the  one  within  the  other.  From 
their  pofition  they  may  be  called  the  ex- 
ternal and  internal  rings.  They  are 
each  four  tenths  of  an  inch  long.  The 
external  ring  is  eight  tenths  of  an  inch 
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in  diameter ; and  the  other,  of  courfe,  is 
fomevvhat  lefs.  The  lower  brim  of  the 
internal  ring  is  formed  into  a female 
ferevv.  .There  are  alfo  two  pointed  pro- 
minences, in  the  fame  ftreight  line,  upon 
this  ring,  correfponding  to  a longitudinal 
groove  in  the  external  ring. 


Secondly,  upon  the  upper  end  of  the 
external  ring,  is  foldered  a plate  with  four 
equidiftant  appendages ; each  of  which 
contains  a tranfverfe  flit,  fix  tenths  of  an 
inch  long.  This  plate,  exclufive  of  the 
appendages,  is  circular,  and  an  inch  in 
diameter;  but,  including  the  appendages, 
it  is  an  inch  and  four  tenths  broad.  This, 
which  from  its  fituation  may  be  called 
the  fuperiour  plate,  has  a central  hole.

Thirdly,  the  internal  ring  has  a plate 
affixed  to  each  end;  the  one,  by  folder; 
and  the  other,  by  a ferew.  The  former, 
which  from  its  fituation  in  the  conftru&i- 
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Oft  of  die  inftrument,  may  be  called  the 
middle  plate,  correfponds  exadtly,  in  fhape 
and  width,  to  the  diameter  of  the  ring; 
and  hag  a female  fcrew  in  its  center.  The 
other  plate,  which  is  called  the  inferiour, 
as  beiiig  the  lowtft  in  the  machine,  is  an 
inch  and  two  tenths  broad,  and  circular. 
It  has  a number  of  fmall  holes  round  its 
£dge;  for  the  purpoffi  of  affixing  a bolder, 
if  thought  necedary.  A ring  is  foldered 
fotheinfide  of  this  plate  two  tenths  of 
an  inch  in  lfength . It  is  a male  fcrew  ; 

. and  correfponds  to  the  female  fcrew 
which  terminates  the  internal  ring. 

Fourthly,  there  is  a fleel  fcrew  which, 
with  its  neck,  meafureS  feven  tenths  of 
an  inch.  The  proportional  length  of  this 
fcrew  to  its  neck  is  as  nine  to  five.  The 
part  of  the  neck,  next  the  fcrew,  is  round, 
and  of  a length  equal  to  the  thicknefs  of 
the  fuperiour  plate.  The  reft  of  the  neck 
is'  angular,  and  adapted  to  a centra)  hole 

in 
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a round  flat  brafs  button  for  a handle. 
'J  his  handle  is  kept  on  by  a fcrew-nail 
'palling  through  the  axis  of  the  neck. 
A hi -filar  jn-il  is  lodged  in  the  lower  end 
of  the  fcrew.

'j  he  fcrew,  being  tapped  of  its  naih 
and  handle,  is  introduced  into  the  female 
i crew  of  the  middle  plate.  The  ca  l is 
jiext  put  into  the  bottom  of  the  fcrew  : 
and  then  the  inferiour  plate  is  fe rewed 
Oft.  This  ring  is  now  lodged  within  the 
external  ring:  and  the  neck  of  die  fcrew, 
appearing  through  the  fjperiour  plate,  is 
fitted  with  its  handle.  The  head  of  the 
nail  in  tire  lower  end  of  the  fcrew,  being 
broader  than  the  fcrew  itteif,  binder*  the 
externa)  ring  to  be  pufhed  off  the  fcrew 
altogether.  The  prominences  are  to 

confine 
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confine  the  internal  ring  to  a fimple  pro- 
grefiive  and  regrefiive  motion. 

The  machine,  thus  conftru&ed,  weighs 
about  ten  drams  and  a half  avoirdupois. 
It  is  delineated  in  the  following  figure, 
with  the  fuperiour  and  inferiour  plates  at 
their  greatefl  diltance  from  one  another.

The  handle  of  the  fcrew, 
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This  figure  exhibits  a view  of  the 
bandage  full-mounted,  with  the  plates  as 
near  to  one  another  as  they  can  be 
brought. 

Four  ftraps  of  linen  tape  are  obfervable$ 
of  which  two  are  long,  and  two  are  fhort. 
The  fhort  ones  have  each  a fmall  buckle 
at  their  extremity.  They  are  alfo  fixt  to 
the  machine  by  means  of  buckles : for,  as  it 
is  intended  that  they  fhould  reach  the 
oppoiite  temple,  and  no  further,  they 
muft  be  of  different  lengths  in  differ- 
jent  fubjedts ; and,  therefore,  buckles  are 
neceffary  to  fhorten  or  lengthen  them  at 
pleafure.  As  it  is  not  requifite  to  afiign 
exadt  dimenfions  to  the  other  two  ftraps, 
or  fillets,  they  are  fowed  to  the  flits;  and 
arc  alfo  long  enough  to  anfwer  in  every 
cafe. 


Direc- 
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Directions  f.or  applying  the 
Bandage. 

The  qperator  is  to  place  the  bandage, 
mounted  as  in  the  lad:  delineation,  upon 
the  drefting  (§  5. ) ; fo  that  one  of  the  fhort 
.{traps  may  pafs  round  the  forehead,  and 
the  other  oyer  the  head,  to  meet  the  op- 
pofite  ffcraps,  the  one  coming  round  the 
hind  head,  and  the  other  from  below  the 
chin:  and,  while  he  is  buckling  thofe  on 
fhe  temple,  an  aftiftant  fhould  keep  a 
hand  on  the  machine,  that  it  may  not  fhift 
from  its  place. 

The  more  effectually  to  fecure  the  ban- 
dage, a bit  of  tape  may  be  extended 
between  the  fore  and  hind  head,  and  pin- 
ned to  each  of  the  (traps  in  its  courfe. 

Daftly,  the  bandage  is  brought  to  a 
proper  degree  of  tightnefs,  by  flack- 
ening  the  buckles,  or  turning  the  ferew, 
according  as  the  cafe  fhall  require.

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2V.  B.  In  my  firtt  contrivance,  the  mid- 
dle plate  was  wanting;  and  the  two 
others  were  foldered  on<  The  fcrew 
was  of  one  piece ; it  moved  upon  the 
fuperiour  plate,  and  was  fattened  to,  but 
yet  moveable  in,  the  inferiour  plate. 
This  conttrudtion  is  liable  to  fome  in- 
conveniencies ; which  are  obviated  by 
fixing  the  male  fcrew,  as  in  the  ma- 
chine fo  fully  delcribed  above.

CASE  I. 

A Scrofulous  Qphthalmy  relieved. 
HOMAS  M’KURSEY,  aged  nine- 


teen  years,  of  a fcrofulous  habit, 
has  always  been  much  troubled  with  fore 
eyes : and,  for  a month  pafi,  both  his  eyes

have 
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have  been  inflamed.  There  is  a thick- 
nefs  all  over  the  right  cornea : and  fome 
parts  of  the  left  are  alfo  offufcated  j but, 
oppofite  to  the  pupil,  it  remains  quite 
clear.  The  right  eyelids  are  much  fuel- 
led; and  he  can  fcarce  feparate  them  with- 
out the  afliflance  of  his  hands,  upon  ac* 
count  of  great  pain  in  the  upper  one. 
Both  his  eyes  water  a great  deal  : and  he 
has  confiderable  heat,  and  pain,  in  them. 
With  the  right  eye,  he  can  only  dirtin- 
guifh  light  from  darknefs.  He  fees  very 
well  with  the  left  eye ; but  it  is  very  weak, 
carlnot  bear  much  light,  and  fometimes  a 
mift  comes  before  it.  His  nofe  is  fwelled, 
and  fore  internally,  fincehis  eyes  began  to 
be  afJe&ed.  His  upper  lip  is  alfo  a little 
thickened.  For  fome  years  his  hands 
have  been  fwelled:  and  the  fkin  of  them  is 
a little?  rough,  or  hard,  but  there  is  no  pain, 
or  difcolouring.  His  belly  is  regular. 
—He  has  been  bled,  and  has  ufed  purges, 

blitters. 
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blitters,  eye-waters,  and  ointments,  with-* 
out  advantage. 

In  the  courfe  of  four  months,  and  up- 
wards, he  tried  a great  deal  of  means,  in 
this  hofpital,  with  very  little  relief.  He 
was  bled  feveral  times  at  the  arm  and 
neck,  and  once  at  the  ancle,  with  the  lan- 
cet. He  was  often  bled  at  the  temples 
with  leeches.  A feton  was  put  in  his 
neck.  He  ufed  a great  variety  of  purges, 
alfo  blitters,  great  and  (mail,  for  his  head, 
eye-waters,  and  ointments,  mercurial 
Ihufts,  warm  bathing  for  his  feet,  a 
courfe  of  mercury,  fo  as  to  promote  a 
gentle  fpitting,  fea- water,  and  lime-water. 

Ofiober  19,  1752.  The  right  eye  is  bet- 
ter; but  the  left  is  much  inflamed,  and 
painful. 

Let  the  left  temporal  artery  be  opened. 

O Bober  2 1 . His  head  a;;d  eyes  are 

cafier  fince  the  blooding. 


Oftober 
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October  22.  His  eyes  are  better,  than 
they  have  been,  for  feveral  days. 

October  24.  The  artery  broke  open 
laft  night ; and  he  loft  above  eighteen 
ounces  of  blood  from  it,  and  about  eight 
more  this  morning. 

OSfober  25.  He  continues  better. 

October  30.  He  loft  about  ten  ounces 
of  blood  by  the  artery  laft  night.  His 
headach  is  gone ; and  his  eyes  are  a great 
deal  better. 

November  7.  His  eyes  continue  better. 
—From  the  opening  of  the  temporal 
artery  to  this  time,  no  other  new  remedy 
was  adminiftered.  He  drank  lime-water, 
as  ufual,  every  day ; and  got  four  of  his 
purges  at  proper  intervals.

A Headach  cured,  partly,  by  Ar tenotomy, 

David  Frazer,  aged  twenty-two  years, 
for  about  fix  weeks  has  been  fubjedt  to 
violent  pain  of  his  head,  but  affedting, 
chiefly,  the  fore  and  back  part  of  it.  His 
pulfe  is  flow.  He  has  no  other  complaint. 
His  appetite  is  good.  His  belly  is  natural. 
— He  has  been  bled,  and  has  got  two  vo- 
mits, without  advantage. 

For  the  firft  three  weeks  after  his  a d- 
miflion,  into  this  hofpital,  he  was  bled  at 
the  arm,  a feton  was  put  in  his  neck,  and 
a large  blifter  was  applied  to  his  head. 
He  alfo  u fed  fome  dofes  of  rhubarb. 

Ottober  r 6,  1752.  He  is  no  better. 

Let  the  temporal  artery  be  opened.

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October  17.  Twenty  ounces  of  blood 
were  drawn  from  the  left  temporal  artery 
laft  night.  His  pulfe  was  full  and  quick 
at  the  time,  and  did  not  link  much  with 
the  bleeding.  The  headach  was  relieved 
by  the  operation,  but  returned  afterwards.

His  pulfe 
is  a little  quick. 

Let  eight  ounces  of  blood  be  taken  from 
his  arm  j and  let  equal  parts  of  powdered 
muftard  feed  and  the  crum  of  bread  be 
made  into  a poultice  with  ftrong  vinegar, 
and  applied  to  his  foies  at  bed-time.

The  headach  is  almoft 
gone.  He  has  a fenfation  of  heavinefs 
in  his  flomach. 

Omit  the  Eledtary. 

October  29.  The  headach  is  quite 
gone.  The  artery  difeharged  eight  ounces 
of  blood  yeflerday.  He  is  coftive. 

Let  him  have  the  Domeflick  Clyfter. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  eight  following 
days,  the  artery  burfl  open  fix  different 
times ; but  the  quantity  of  blood  loft  is 
not  mentioned. 

November  24.  The  artery  is  healed  upt 
and  he  has  been  free  from  complaints 

for 
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for  fome  time ; only  for  a day  or  two  he 
has  not  made  his  water  freely. — For  this 
complaint  he  was  detained  ten  days  lon- 
ger ; and  was  cured  by  the  ufe  of  Linfeed 
tea,  and  ten  drops  of  the  Eflential  Oil  of 
Juniper  twice  a day.  He  alfo  ufed,  once, 
a warm  bath  up  to  his  middle. — He  was 
then  troubled  with  a pain  in  the  fmall  of 
his  ba„ck ; for  which  a blifter  was  applied. 
After  this,  he  was  difmifled  in  good 
health.

Jin  Ophthalmy  cured. 

James  Brown,  aged  forty-one  years, 
for  fix  weeks,  has  been  fubjeft  to  inflam- 
mation of  both  his  eyes,  for  which  he  can 
aflign  no  caufe.  At  prefent,  his  eyes  are 
vary  red;  but  there  is  no  great  pain,  or 
heat.  His  eyes  water  a great  deal,  and  can- 
not bear  much  light.  He  has  not  been 

able 
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able  to  diftinguifli  one  face  from  another 
thefe  three  weeks.  He  has  no  other  com- 
plaint. His  pulfe  is  calm.  His  appetite 
is  good.  His  belly  is  natural. — He  has 
been  bled  at  the  arm  to  twelve  ounces,  has 
been  twice  bliftered,  and  has  had  three 
dofes  of  phylick,  within  thefe  three  weeks. 
A feton  was  put  in  his  neck  the  day  before 
he  came  here. 

June  2,  1753.  Two  pounds  of  blood 
were  taken  from  the  Temporal  Artery, 
yefterday,  without  occafioning  faintnefs: 
and  the  inflammation,  all  to  a little  on  the 
left  eye,  difappeared  during  the  bleeding. 
He  continues  as  well  to  day.  There  is  a 
fmall  fpeck  on  each  eye. 

Let  the  left  eye  be  fomented,  four  times 
a day,  with  warm  fpirit  of  Minderer:  and 
let  him  have  twenty-five  grains  of  the 
Mercurial  Laxative  Pills  every  other 
eight, 

June 
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June  13th.  The  inflammation  and  pain 
of  his  eyes  are  entirely  gone.  The  fpecks 
flill  remain:  but  the  pupils  are  pretty  free* 
and,  he  fays,  he  fees  as  well  as  ever  he  did. 

He  is  defired  to  keep  his  iiTiie  running, 
for  fome  time.  He  is  to  leave  the  hofpi- 
tal  to-morrow  morning.

A Headachy  and  Ophthalmy , cured. 

" 1 r-  \ ' ..  ■ -v, 

Ann  May,  aged  nineteen  years,  ten 
weeks  ago,  after  catching  cold,  was  feized 
with  a violent  headach,  and  inflammation 
•f  both  her  eyes;  which  complaints  con- 
tinued much  the  fame  till  within  this 
fortnight,  when  fhe  was  bled,  at  the  Tem- 
poral Artery,  to  twenty  ounces  in  this  hof- 
pital.  Immediately  before  fhe  was  bled, 
the  headach  and  inflammation  were  fe- 

vere:  her  eyes  watered  a great  deal,  and 

could 
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could  not  bear  the  light;  and  were  fo 
dim,  that  die  could  not  diftinguifh  faces, 
even  when  near  her.  She  alfo  complain- 
ed of  floating  appearances  before  her  eyes, 

* — All  thefe  fymptoms  were  greatly  re- 
lieved during  the  blooding.  The  inflam- 
mation of  both  eyes  dilappeared,  and  fhe 
fainted  after  the  quantity  mentioned  was 
drawn.  — Upon  coming  to  herfelf,  die 
faid,  that  her  headach  was  gone,  that  her 
eyes  were  quite  eafy,  that  fhe  could  diftin- 
guitli  faces  and  colours  with  cafe,  and  that 
die  could  perceive  no  remains  of  the  float- 
ing. Specks  were  now  dilcovered  on  each 
eye.  — She  continued  thus  without  any 
complaint,  except  dimnefs,  the  confe- 
quence  of  the  fpecks,  and  weaknefs  of  her 
eyes,  till  two  days  ago:  flnee  which,  her 
head  and  eyes  have  been  affedled  as  before, 
though  in  a much  lefs  degree.  The 
fpecks  are  now  greater. — She  has  large 
glandular  fwellings  under  the  lower  jaw, 
of  the  fame  Handing  with  her  other  com- 
plaints. 
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plaints.  Her  appetite  is  good.  She  is 
fickifh  after  meals.  Her  pulfe  is  calm. 
She  is  regular  in  her  menfes.  Her  belly 
is  natural. — Before  the  artery  was  opened. 
Hie  had  been  bled  both  at  the  arm  and 
neck,  had  been  bliftered,  had  got  feveral 
purges,  and  had  a feton  put  in  her  neck, 
all  without  advantage. 

June  19.  Twelve  ounces  of  blood  wens 
drawn  from  her  Temporal  Artery;  and  fhe 
i,s  better  fince. 

In  a few  days,  there  were  very  little  re- 
mains of  the  inflammation:  but  die  con- 
tinued, for  feveral  weeks,  in  the  hofpital, 
on  account  of  the  fpecks  and  glandular 
fwellings.  She  chiefly  ufed  the  Mercurial 
Laxative  Pills;  and  received  great  benefit 
from  them.

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CASE  V. 

An  Opht balmy,  and  Hemicrany,  cured . 

John  Shaw,  aged  twenty-feven  years, 
three  weeks  ago,  received  a ftroke,  with  the 
bit  of  a bridle,  upon  the  left  eyebrow, 
more  internally  than  its  middle.  The 
bruife,  and  wound,  being  very  inconfider- 
able,  healed  in  three  days:  but,  imme- 
diately after  the  blow,  the  left  eyelids 
turned  livid,  and  the  eyeball  became 
bloodfhot  > and  continued  fo,  without 
pain  or  difturbing  his  vifion,  for  two  days. 
Afterwards  the  inflammation  increafed, 
and  was  attended  with  violent  pain  of  that 
eye,  and  inability  of  both  eyes  to  bear 
the  light:  and,  in  fix  days,  he  loft  entirely 
the  light  of  the  left  eye.  The  left  eyeball 
and  eyelids,  ftfll  continue  inflamed  : and 
the  whole  eye  is  greatly  fwclled.  The  lu- 
cid cornea  forms  an  unequal,  prominent, 

and. 
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and  opake  tumour.  This  eye  waters  muc; 
and  difcharges  alfo  a good  deal  of  grofs 
matter,  and  has  done  fo  from  the  beginning 
of  the  inflammation.  He  has  had  no  pain 
in  the  eye  thefe  eight  days  : but,  for  this 
fortnight,  he  has  been  fubjedi  to  pains, 
which  are  (harp  and  (hooting  at  times,  af- 
fecting the  whole  left  fide  of  his  head,  and, 
fomctimes  that  fide  of  the  neck,  but  chief- 
ly the  ear  and  temple.  His  appetite  is  not 
very  good.  He  is  eoflive. — He  was  bled, 
got  one  purge,  and  fomented  the  eye  with 
a decodtion  of  Chamomile,  immediately 
after  the  accident ; but  has  never  ufed  any 
thing  elfe. 

] July  I,  1753*  Let  blood  be  taken  from 
the  left  Temporal  Artery  ; let  an  emollient 
poultice,  with  the  Spirit  of  Minderer,  be 
applied  to  the  eye;  and  let  him  take  a 
fcruple  of  jalap,  with  feven  grains  of  calo- 
mel, to-morrow  morning.

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y uly  2.  Twelve  ounces  of  blood  wer« 
drawn  from  the  artery  laft  night,  which  re- 
moved the  pain  of  his  head  immediately, 
and  entirely  i and  diminifhed  much  the 
fwelling  and  rednefs  of  the  eye:  He  was 

even  relieved  before  four  ounces  were 
taken.  He  was  neither  fick  nor  faint 
with  the  bleeding.

'January  28.  About  flxteen  ounces  of 
blood  were  taken;  when  his  pulfe  failed, 
but  he  did  not  faint.  The  blood  is  thick 
without  the  inflammatory  cruft.

— The 
opening  of  the  Temporal  Artery  proved 
the  principal  means  of  his  cure — Mr. 
Harrifon,  of  Derby,  was  the  furgeon.

- Mifs  MaryAlleyne,  of  Loughbo- 
rough., was  diftrelfed  with  an  excruciating 

head* 
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headach,  from  whicli  lTie  was  hardly  ever 
free.  IJer  reft  was  broken;  and  her  flefh 
and  flrength  v/ere  much  impaired.  She 
was,  for  fome  time,  under  my  care  for 
this  complaint.  She  was  bled  at  the  arm, 
and  at  the  neck,  with  the  lancet;  and,  at 
the  temples,  by  leeches.  She  ufed  vomits, 
purges,  blitters,  and  a great  variety  of 
other  means,  without  relief.  At  laft  the 
Temporal  Artery  was  opened : and  the 
pain  left  that  fide  of  her  head,  by  the  time 
that  the  operation  was  over.  The  pain 
continuing  to  affedt  the  other  fide,  as  be- 
fore, (he  was  bled,  in  a few  days,  on  that 
fide  alfo,  and  with  the  fame  good  effect: 
for  flie  was  then  quite  free  f rom  the  head- 
ach; and  never  afterwards  had  any  return 
of  it. — My  worthy  friend,  Mr.  Thomas 
Hunt,  was  the  furgeon.

Will  i a m Hawley,  aged  twenty 
years,  about  fix 'weeks  ago,  having,  as  he 
thinks,  catched  cold,  was  feized  with  a 
violent  pain  of  the  right  fide  of  his  head, 
and  right  eye.  In  a fortnight,  this  diforder 
was  attended  with  dimnefs  of,  and  mift 
before,  the  eye.  The  fympfoms,  of  dim- 
nefs, and  mift,  gradually  increafed,  till  the 
eye  became  totally  dark ; which,  he  fays, 
happened  juft  a fortnight  ago.  The  pu- 
pil of  this  eye  is  much  larger  than  the 
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other;  and  has  not  the  leaf!  motion,  from 
the  fucceffions  of  light  to  darknefs.  The 
hall  of  the  eye  is  much  enlarged;  but  ftill 
■retains  its  ufual  form.  Neither  his  head, 
nor  his  eye,  are  quite  fo  painful  as  they 
have  been.  The  pain  is  word  about  four 
in  the  afternoon ; begins  to  abate  between 
ilx  and  feven;  and  grows  worfe  again 
about  nine  in  the  evening.  The  headach 
is  like  as  though  the  part  affedted  were 
pulled  one  way,  and  then  drawn  fuddenly 
back  the  other  way.  The  pain  in  the 
eye  gives  him  the  fenfation  as  though  it 
were  about  to  hart  out  of  the  focket.

Mary  Tortisiiell,  aged  feven  teen, 
years,  has  been  troubled  with  violent 
pain  of  the  left  fide  of  her  face,,  foe 
a year  paft.  The  one  half  of  her  fore- 
head, the  temple,  the  cheek,  and  down 
.her  neck  to  about  a couple  of  inches 
below  the  maftoid  procefs,  on  the  courfe 
of  the  iterno-  maftoid  mufclej,  are.  the  parts 
uffefted.

William  Smith,  of  Derby,  aged  26 
years,  of  a tail,  thin  habit,  and  by  trade  a 
jeweller,  about  Chriftmas  Iaft,  was  feized 
with  inflammation  of  his  right  eye,  which 
lafted  five  weeks  ; and  left  a thicknefs  of 
the  cornea  lucida,  or,  what  is  called,  the 
Black  of  the  eye,  which  ftill  continues. 
The  whole  cornea  lucida  is  thickened, 
and  offufeated  ; but  the  inner,  and  lower, 
part  of  it  is  particularly  affedted,  being 
quite  opake,  and  of  a colour  refembling 
milk  a little  diluted;  and  has  a large 
blood  veffel  running  over  it.

Mr.  C^.R%s,top,her  Smith,  of  Morely 
in  Derbyfh.ire,  of  a tall  thin  habit,  and 
temperate,  aged  thirty-eight  years.,  has 
been  fubjed,  for  many  years,  to  headachs, 
chiefly  aftedffig  his  forehead,  after  drink- 
ing a little  more  than  ufiial,  or  after  hard 
exercife,  as  much  walking,  or  after  catch- 
ing coldi  Thofe  headachs,  were  attended 
with  faintnefs,  fluttering  of  his  heart, 
feeblenefs,  and  trembling,  of  his  limbs. 
He  was  mod  fubjed  to  them  in  warm 
weather.  He  always  felt  himfelf  bed  in 
cold  weather. 

About  nine  weeks  ago,  he  was  feized 
with  a fluffing -of  his  nofe,  and  a fort  of 
confuflon  of  his  head,  as  if  he  had  catch- 
ed  cold.  On  the  fecond  day  of  this  ail- 
ment, having  drank  fome  ale,  while  on  a 

, journey. 
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journey,  he  was  affefted  with  very  fevere 
pain  of  his  head.  This,  however,  went 
off  in  a few  hours : and  he  had  a pretty 
good  night.  On  the  third  day  of  the 
fluffing,  at  night,  his  left  ear  ached  mod 
violently,  with  the  fenfation  of  a crack- 
ling noife.  This  diforder,  in  a day  or 
two,  was  attended  with  pain  in  the  ver- 
tex, or  crown,  of  his  head,  alfo  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  left  temple,  amongft  the 
hair,  and  in  the  left  fide  of  the  occiput, 
or  hind  head,  about  the  fame  height  with 
the  mafloid  procefs,  and  extending  to 
within  about  an  inch  of  it.  During  the 
firft  week  of  thofe  pains,  he  was  fo  affli&ed 
with  their  violence,  that  he  could  not 
hear  the  lead  light,  or  noife,  or  even  to 
fpeak.  The  fecoiid  week,  the  pains  be- 
came violent  every  afternoon,  at  four; 
continued  fo  till  fix,  or  feven,  in  the 
morning ; and  th.en  were  eafier,  but  not 
gone,  till  the  ufual  hour.  On  the  third 
.week,  he  began  to  have  two  tolerable  days, 
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and  one  bad  one ; which  has  generally 
been  the  cale  with  him  ever  fince.  The 
pains  always  begin  with  chilnefs,  yawning, 
and  ftretching;  which  lad;  for  half  an 
hour:  he  is  then  warmer  than  ufualfor  art 
hour;  but  feldoin  or  never  fweats.  The 
pains  are,  fometimes,  word  in  the  day; 
and,  fom'e  times,  in  the  night.  They 
are  always  eafed  by  a recumbent  pofture. 
He  can  never  lie  on  the  well  fide.  His  ear 
flill  continues  affedled  with  the  pain,  and 
Aoife : and  it  is,  alfo,  become  dull  of  hear- 
ing. The  vertical  pain  generally  begins,, 
is  the  word:,  and  affects  the  other  places. 
The  temporal  pain  begins  fometimes,  but 
very  rarely.  The  pains  are  fometimes 
throbbing,  and  fometimes  fhooting.  They 
affedt  the  left  eye:  and  it  waters,  and 
never  bears  the  light  well.  He  common- 
ly falls  alleep  as  foon  as  the  pains  abate.— 
Swallowing  has  never  affedled  the  pain  of 
the  ear.  Sneezing  fcarce  at  all  affedts  the 
pain  of  his  head,  even  when  at  the  word:.

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The  left  dern-madoid  mufcle  is  diff. 
It  h as  been  fo,  three  times  before,  in  the 
courfe  of  this  illnefs:  and  the  diffnefs  al- 
ways laded  for  two  days.  This  is  the  fe- 
cond  day  of  the  fourth  attack:  and  the  difF- 
nefs  is,  now,  much  abated.  This  mufcle  is 
never  fore,  nor  painful, .even  to  the  touch; 
but  it  feels  diff:  and,  while  this  diffnefs 
continues,,  he  cannot  turn  his  head,  to 
the  left,  without  the  abidance  of  his 
hand. 

For  the  lad  fortnight,  he  has  been  af- 
fe&ed,  for  a little  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fit,  with  violent  palpitations;  and,  during 
the  whole  of  it,  with  a fhort  dry  cough. 
Fie  is  not  entirely  free,  from  this  lad: 
fymptom,  in  the  intervals. 

He  has  never  been  feverilh.  He  has 
no  third.  His  appetite  is  pretty  good. 
His  fkin  is  temperate.  His  pulfe  is  ra- 
ther low,  and  beats  feventy  drokes  in  the 
minute.  His  urine  depofes  a fediment 
like  brick-dud.  He  has,  generally,  a dool, 
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of  a natural  appearance,  every  day.  Hid7 
flefli  and  Orength  are  not  impaired. 

His  left  eye  was  vefy  itchy,  for  three 
weeks,  before  this  diforder  came  on:  and 
it  became  all  over  bloodfhot,  owing,  in 
part,  though  not  entirely,  he  thinks,  to 
frequently  rubbing  it. 

When  he  was  about  fourteen  years  of 
age,  he  was  feized  with  a quartan  ague; 
■which  continued,  with  little  interrupt 
tton,  for  two  years.  Within  thefe  fourteen 
years,  he  has  had  fome  attacks  of  a quoti- 
dian, in  the  fpring  feafon.  He  has,  alfo, 
had  two  pleuritick  fevers  within  thefe 
two  years. 

January  29,  1774,  at  noon.  He  has 
had  a bad  night.  He  was  better  in  the 
morning;  but  he  is  worfe  again  now,  be- 
ing affetted  with  violent  (hooting  pains, 
which  oblige  him,  now  and  then,  to  hold 
his  head  between  his  hands. 
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Two  large  fpoonfuls  of  the  following 
mixture  are  to  be  taken  every  three  hours, 
firft  Shaking  the  glafs.  It  contains  eight 
ounces  of  fpring  water,  half  an  ounce  of 
proof  fpirit,  and  two  drams  of  fugar,  with 
a fcruple  of  the  Extra#  of  Hemlock. 

'January  30.  He  has  had  a better  night; 
but  is  not  quite  fo  well  to  day,  as  he  was 
yefterday.  He  has  belched  more  wind 
than  ufual.  He  obferved  a moifture  on 
his  limbs  this  morning,  for  the  firft  time: 
and  he  has  made  more  water.  It  is  tur- 
bid, and  feems  as  if  it  would  let  fall  a fe- 
oiment.

Sarah  Allen,  of  Derby,  aged  thir- 
teen years,  has  been  long  fubjedt  to  weak 
eyes,  which  nothing  ever  relieved  but  if- 
fues.  They  are  feldorn  red  now:  but  they 
are,  generally,  dim  in  the  morning.  The 
edges  of  the  eyelids  are  ftill  reder  than, 
they  fhould  be. --She  has  three  hard,  glan- 
dular* -indolent,  fvvellings  under  the  left 
angle  of  the  lower  jaw ; and  one,  in 
the  middle,  below  the  jaw,  as  far  back  as 
the  larynx,  to  which  it  adheres,  though 
loofely.  The  middlemoft  tumour,  of  the 
firft  three,  is  equal,  in  fize,  to  the  largeft 
nutmeg.  All  the  other  tumours  are  each 
about  half  that  fize.  The  three  fwellings, 

firft 
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firft  mentioned,  make  a confiderable  pro- 
minence, fo  as  to  disfigure  her.  All  thofe 
fwellings  began,  about  three  years  ago, 
without  any  known  caufe  ; and  have  gra- 
dually come  to  their  prefent  bulk.  She 
is  otherwife  well.  She  is  of  a fmall  habit; 
and  was  born  of  a tender  mother.  Her 
father  has  had  fuch  fwellings. 

Auguft  16,  1775.  Divide  two  drams  of 
the  Extraft  of  hemlock  into  twenty-four 
equal  pills : and  let  her  take  one  of  them 
every  night  and  morning,  for  three  days; 
and  then  let  her  take  two  pills  twice  a 
day,  for  a continuance. 

Augufi  28.  She  has  taken  the  pills  fo, 
that  they  were  only  finifhed  yeflerday 
morning.  All  the  fwellings  are  lefs. 

Let  her  continue  to  take  two  pills 
every  night  and  morning.

A Scrofulous  Ophthalmy. 

Mrs.  G,  a widow,  aged  fifty-nine  years, 
has  been  long  fubjedfc  to  inflammatory 
aflfe<Q:ions  of  both  her  eyes  : and,  for  thefc 
laft  four  months,  they  have  never  been 
well.  She  complains  much  of  heat,  pain, 
and  great  weaknefs  of  her  eyes,  with, 
inability  to  bear  the  light.  The  eyelids, 
as.  well  as  the  eyeballs,  are  inflamed. 
The  eyes  dilcharge  much  water,  and 
thick  matter.  They  are  generally  word 
towards  two  or  three  in  the  morning 
the  pain  is  then  fometimes  in  one  eye,  and 
foraetimes  in  the  other;  but  ofteneft  in 
the  right  eye  ; and  fhoots  through  to 
the  back  part  of  her  head,  and  is  fo  bad 
as  not  only  to  deprive  her  of  fleep,  but  to 
make  her  very  reftlefs. — She  is,  alfo, 
troubled  with  a particular  diforder,  which, 

(he 
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{lie  thinks,  alternates  with  the  other : for, 
when  her  eyes  are  better,  this  is  worfe  j 
and,  on  the  contrary,  when  this  is  better* 
the  eyes  are  worfe.  The  diforder  begins 
in  this  manner.  She  awakes  about  one, 
two,  or  three  in  the  morning,  with 
a beating  acrofs  her  breafts,  as  though 
there  were  a thoufand  hearts  within  her, 
and  a rumbling  of  wind,  attended  with 
violent  aching  pain  and  great  heat  from 
about  her  navel,  to  the  middle  of  her 
throat,  giving  the  fenfation  as  if  fomething 
Hopped  there;  which  makes  her  conftmtly 
iwallow  her  fpittle,  as  it  were  to  clear 
the  palfage  in  her  throat.  The  fpittle, 
at  this  time,  is  very  copious.  The  break-* 
ing  of  wind,  in  any  way,  gives  her  little 
or  no  relief.  Her  pulfe  is  always  calm. 
Her  appetite  is  good.  A Rool  relieves 
her : but,  if  (he  has  many,  (he  is  the 
Worfe  for  them.

When  fhe 
began  this  medicine,  both  the  eyeballs, 
and  eyelids,  were  much  affedted  with  in-* 

flammatio]* 
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dammation;  Ihe  had  cxcefiive  pain,  at 
times,  in  her  eyes;  they  ran  much  water* 
and  thick  matter  ; and  could  not  bear 
the  light:  there  were  alfo  many  offufca- 
tfions  on  the  cornea  lucida.  She  has 
taken  three  pills,  twice  a day,  almod  ever 
lince  (he  began,  and  has  fcarce  ever  omit- 
ted them  for  a day:  and  die  continues  to 
take  them  regularly.  For  more  than  two 
months  her  eyes  have  been  quite  free  from 
inflammation,  weaknefs,  or  difeharge  of 
any  kind:  and  the  offufeations,  all  this 
time,  have  been  gradually  wearing  off.

An  Opthalmy  and  Albugo . 

The  fame  patient  left  off  her  pills 
about  the  beginning  of  May,  and  (he  con- 
tinued well  till  fix  weeks  ago,  that  her 
eyes  began  to  inflame : and  they  have  con- 
tinued bad,  and  have  indeed  been  getting 
worfe  ever  fince.  They  are  now  as  bad  as 
they  ever  have  been.  The  eyelids,  and 
eyeballs,  are  inflamed,  and  frelh  oflfufca- 
tions  have  come  upon  her  eyes,  particular- 

iy 
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Jy  a very  large  fpeck  on  the  left  cornea, 
-which  hurts  the  eyelids  much  in  the  mo- 
tions of  the  eye.  Her  eyes  water  much ; and 
alfo  difcharge  a great  deal  of  thick  matter, 
'efpecially  in  the  morning.  She  has  much 
heat  and  pain  in  her  eyes:  and  they  cannot 
bear  the  light.  She  fays,  that  Ihe  fees  very 
little.  Frequent  heats  come  into  her 
temples,  and  cheeks,  near  to  the  eyes.  She 
is  often  chilly,  and  fometimes  hot.

Thefe  complaints  lafted  for  feveral 
hours:  and  the  right  eye  watered  very 
much,  and  he  could  not  open  it.  He  re- 
mained, afterwards  free  from  the  pain, 
till  this  morning,  at  nin§,  when  the  fame

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- complaints  returned  with  violence,  and 
continued  till  one  o’clock.

A Pbrenitis  cured  by  purging. 

John  Sexton,  a boatman,  of  Sawley, 
in  Derbyfhire,  a middle  aged  perfon,  had 
been  ill  for  more  than  a week,  when  I was 
called  to  him.  He  had,  in  general,  du- 
ring this  time  been  delirious,  and  often 
furious ; and  was  then  kept  in  bed  by 
force.  He  had  once  fallied  forth  from 
his  family,  and  was  taken  drinking  at  an 
ale-houfe  in  the  village.  I found  him  in 
bed.  He  was  quite  delirious.  His  eyes 
were  ftaring  and  red.  His  pulfe  was 
quick.  His  fkin  was  hot  and  dry.  In 
his  intervals  he  complained  much  of 
headach.  In  his  raving  fits,  he  faid,  he 
was  not  in  his  own  houfe,  that  there 
were  lice  upon  the  bed,  that  he  would  not 
{lay  there,  and  offered  violence  to  the 
people  about  him.  His  urine  was  high 
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coloured,  and  without  any  tendency  to 
reparation. 

Auguji  13,  1776.  Let  him  have  broth, 
gruel,  and  barley  water,  by  turns,  for  all 
his  food.  Let  him  take  three  large  fpoon- 
fuls  of  the  following  mixture  every  four 
hours,  beginning  as  foon  as  it  can  be  got. 
It  contains  lixteen  ounces  of  the  Simple 
Alexeterial  Water,  four  ounces  of  the 
Camphorated  Julep,  an  ounce  of  the  Com- 
mon Manna,  and  half  an  ounce  of  Nitre. 

Auguji  15.  I vifited  the  patient  again 
this  day.  He  became  quiet  from  the 
moment  that  he  began  with  the  mix- 
ture ; which  was  in  the  evening : he 
has  dept  and  dozed  ever  fince,  has  had 
a dool  almoft  every  hour,  during  the  ufe 
of  it,  and  has  made  plenty  of  urine. 
The  mixture  was  finidied  this  morning 
at  five:  and'  he  had  his  lad  dool  at 
feven.  His  delirium  is  quite  gone.

Ills  fkln  is  temperate,  and  moift.  His 
pulfe  is  calm.

A Laryngeal  Qulnfey  cured. 

Mr.  John  Radford,  of  Holbrooke, 
In  Derbylliire,  of  a thin  habit,  rather 
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advanced  in  years,  and  fubjeft,  a great 
part  of  his  life,  to  flatulent  colicks  j af- 
ter {landing,  for  a confiderable  time,  over 
his  workmen  in  a cold  evening,  in  De- 
cember, feventy-four,  was  feized  with  a 
fhivering  fit,  which  was  fucceeded  by 
great  heat  and  third:.  In  three  hours, 
the  hot  fit  was  accompanied  with  pain  at 
the  top  of  his  wind-pipe,  and  great  diffi- 
culty both  in  breathing  and  fwallowing. 
Thefe  fymptoms  grew  hourly  worfe.  I 
faw  him  on  the  third  night,  at  midnight. 
His  breathing  was  hifling,  and  very  diffi- 
cult ; his  voice  was  gone ; and  he  could 
not  fwallow  any  thing ; for  an  attempt  to 
fwallow  even  a tea-fpoonful  of  the  mildeft 
liquor,  was  fo  very  painful  to  him,  andfo 
much  phlegm  was  thrown  up  by  the 
cough,  which  was  excited  by  thofe  ef- 
forts, that  it  was  to  be  doubted,  whether 
the  lead  drop  ever  found  a paflage  into 
the  domach.  The  phlegm,  which  he 
brought  up  on  thofe  occafions,  was,  for 

the 
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the  moft  part,  pure  and  unmixed ; though, 
now  and  then,  dark  ftreaks  were  obferved 
in  it.  He  never  coughed  at  any  other 
time.  His  face  had  a funk,  ghaftly,  ap- 
pearance. His  fkin  was  hot  and  dry. 
His  pulfe  was  very  quick  and  low. 
He  was  thirfty.  He  had  fome  appetite. 
His  urine  was  high  coloured,  and  quickly 
became  turbid,  as  though  impregnated 
with  brick-duft. — A blifter  was  at  his 
back, which  had  been  applied  at  noon:  and, 
by  means  of  it,  they  faid,  his  breathing 
was  even  freer  than  it  had  been.  He 
could  now  open  his  mouth,  fo  that  a view 
fcouldbe  got,  though  with  much  difficul- 
ty, of  his  throat  internally  ; for,  before,  his 
jaws  were  quite  locked.  Nothing,  how- 
ever, could  be  perceived  in  the  throat. 
His  tongue  was  moift  and  white.  There 
was  no  external  fwelling : but  the  right 
fide  of  the  larynx  was  very  painful  to  the 
touch. 


December 
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December  25,  in  the  night.  Let  a blitter 
be  applyed  to  the  right  fide  of  the  larynx: 
and  let  it  remain  thirty-fix  hours. — Let 
himr  breath  over  the  tteams  of  hot  water, 
for  ten  minutes,  every  three  hours. — Let 
him  have  a clytter  of  fait  and  water  im- 
mediately. And,  after  its  operation,  let 
the  following  folution  be  given  in  three 
quarters  of  a pint  of  weak  broth,  by  way 
of  clytter,  to  be  retained;  and  to  be  re- 
peated every  three  hours.  The  folution 
contains  a dram  of  Nitre,  in  two  ounces  of 
lpring  water.

December  26,  in  the  afternoon.  All 
his  fymptoms  are  relieved.  He  can  now 
lwallow  liquids,  though  with  difficulty 
and  pain.  His  pulfe  is  firmer,  and  not 
fo  quick.  His  urine  is  copious,  and  of  a 
better  colour.  He  complains  of  being 
very  low.

He 
fwallows  freely. 

Omit  the  clyfters. — Let  him  take,  every 
four  hours,  a draught,  which  contains  two 
ounces  of  fpring  water,  half  an  ounce  of 
the  Simple  Syrup,  and  half  a dram  of  pure 
Nitre. — Let  him  have  weak  broth,  gruel, 
and  barley  water,  by  turns,  for  all  his  food. 

December  28.  All  his  complaints  are 
greatly  abated.  He  is  much  troubled 
with  wind. 


Let 
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Let  him  take  a fpoonful  of  the  mix^ 
ture,  when  troubled  with  wind. — Let 
him  take,  every  fix  hours,  the  following 
draught  ; which  contains  an  ounce  and 
a half  of  the  Simple  Alexeterial  Water, 
half  an  ounce  of  the  Camphorated  Julep, 
two  drams  of  the  Syrup  of  Orange-peel, 
and  twenty  five  grains  of  Nitre. 

December  29.  He  has  good  nights.  He 
has  no  pain,  or  difficulty,  either  in 
breathing,  or  fwallowing.  His  fpirits 
are  better.  His  fkin  is  temperate.  His 
pulfe  is  calm.  His  urine  is  copious,  of 
a good  colour,  and  without  contents.  He 
has  a ftool  daily. 

Let  him  continue  the  draughts,  with 
only  a fcruple  of  Nitre  in  each. 

December  30.  He  is  rather  coftive. 

Continue  the  draughts,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  ten  grains  of  the  Poly chreft  Salt 
to  each, 

ki:  January 
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] 'January  1,  1775.  He  has  had  no 

ftool  thefe  two  days. 

Repeat  the  clyfter  of  fait  and  water. — 
Continue  the  draughts,  with  a fcruple  of 
the  Polychrefl:  Salt  in  each. 

After  this  Mr.  Radford  recovered  flefli 
and  ftrength  fall: ; and  enjoyed  a better 
Rate  of  health  than  he  had  done  for  years 
before.  And,  if  I am  rightly  informed, 
he  has  continued  healthy  and  well  ever 
f nee.

Though  the  following  cafe  was  unfuc- 
cefsfully  treated ; yet  I cannot  help  al- 
lowing it  a place  here,  for  reafons  that 
dhall  be  given  in  the  next  chapter.

CASE  XXIX. 

A Laryngeal  Quinfey. 

March  1 5,  at  night,  1 780.  Mrs.  Jackfdn, 
of  Scrafton,  in  Derbylhire,  a widow,  and 

middle 
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middle  aged,  was  feized  on  the  1 3th  in  the 
evening,  with  pain,  and  difficulty,  both  in 
Swallowing  and  breathing  j which  com- 
plaints have  been  increasing  ever  lince. 
This  diforder  was  preceded  by  a chillinefs, 
which  was  Succeeded  by  heat : and,  yefter- 
day,  ffie  was  cold  and  hot,  by  turns,  mod 
of  the  day ; but  fo  as  never  to  be  rightly 
warm.  At  prefent,  her  jaws  are  fo  locked, 
that  it  is  with  difficulty  that  the  hate  of 

her  throat  can  be  Seen  internally.  The 

* * 

right  tonlil  is  a little  Swelled ; but  nothing 
more  can  be  perceived  amifs,  all  the  other 
parts  having  a natural  appearance.  Her 
throat  being  Syringed  with  a mild  liquor, 
at  my  delire,  a good  deal  of  clear  ffime 
comes  away.  Her  breathing  is  painful,  dif- 
ficult and  hiffing.  She  has  hardly  any 
voice.  She  can  Swallow  very  little,  and 
that  with  great  pain . Even  the  bare  attempt 
toward  Swallowing  gives  her  much  pain. 
She  calls  the  pain,  a throbbing  pain. 
The  region  of  the  right  tonfil  is  painful 
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to  the  touch,  and  a little  fwelled.  The 
whole  courfe  of  the  larynx,  and  the  conti- 
guous parts  of  the  neck,  are  alfo  painful  to 
the  touch.  Her  tongue  is  moift  and 
white.  She  has  no  cough.  Her  ikiti 
is  temperate:  but  fhe  fits  out  of  bed  in 
her  clothes.  She  fays  that  fhe  is  hot  in 
bed:  but  fhe  dreads  going  to  bed,  becaufe 
a recumbent  pollute  increafes  her  difHoul— 
ty  of  breathing.  Her  pulfe  is  rather  low* 
and  beats  a hundred  and  twenty  flrokes  in 
the  minute.  She  has  had  no  fleep  ever 
fince  file  was  taken  with  this  diforder.  She 
has  neither  appetite  nor  thirfl.  Some  urine 
made  within  thefe  few  hours,  became  foon 
of  a milky  colour,  and  continues  fo.  She 
has,  in  general,  been  flrongand  healthy. 

Lafl  night  fhe  had  a draught  of  Soluble 
Tartar  andTamarinds;  which  gave  her  four 
ftools,  and  made  her  very  low  without  re- 
lieving her  diforder. — She  has  been  ufing 
fumigations  of  Myrrh  and  Camphor,  and 
has  been  fyringing  her  throat  with  a liquor 

of 
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of  the  fame  nature. — She  laboured  under 
a common  inflammatory  quinfey  about 
two  months  ago. 

Much  the  fame  method  was  recommen- 
ded as  in  the  preceding  cafe. 

March  16.  I am  informed  that  the 
pain  left  her  in  the  morning,  and  that  (he 
could  fwallow  much  better,  and  thought 
herlelf  better  : but  fhe  foon  after  appeared, 
in  every  refpedt,  worfe ; and  died  between 
three  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 


CHAP* 
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CHAP.  III.  ' 

MEDICAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

ARTERIOTOMY  is  of  very  great 
antiquity : for  we  can  trace  it  as 
far  back  as  we  have  any  records  of  medi- 
cine. I have  no  intention,  however,  at 
prefent,  to  give  a general  hiftory  of  this 
fubjed.  I mean,  only,  to  confider  the 
medical  effeds  of  that  operation,  which 
has  been  minutely  defcribed  in  fome  of  the 
preceding  pages.  With  this  view,  I have 
given  a number  of  cafes  to  the  publick, 
as  fo  many  inconteftable  proofs  of  its  effi- 
cacy, either  as  a radical,  or  as  a palliative, 
cure,  fuperior  to  any  other  means  that 
had  been  tried  for  feveral  obftinate  difeafes 
of  the  head.  I fhall  make  a few  remarks  on 
each  of  thofe  difeafes  ; and  conclude  with 
recommending  the  fame  pradice  in  fome 
other  diforders  of  the  head,  comprehend- 
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ing  the  neck,  according  to  the  moft 
common  anatomical  divilion  of  the  hu- 
man body. 

SECT.  I. 

Of  the  Headach. 

Headach  is  an  appellation  of  great 
latitude,  comprehending  difeafes  of  very 
different  natures.  The  cafes,  above  re- 
corded, afford  fome  variety  of  this  diforder. 
The  fecond,  and  tenth,  cafes  were  both,  in 
my  opinion,  of  a gouty  nature  for  each  of 
thofe  patients  had  (hinting  pains  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  their  body  after  the  head- 
ach was  removed.  And  one  of  them  was 
affedted  with  the  ftrangury,  which  has 
juflly  been  conlidered  by  the  late  Dodtor 
David  Clerk  as  a fymptom  of  the  anoma- 
lous gout  *. 


* Effays  and  Obfervations  Phyfical 
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The  thirteenth  cafe  happens  very  fel- 
dom  in  this  country,  being  in  a manner 
peculiar  to  warmer  climates.  It  is,  in 
general,  considered  as  an  inflammatory  di- 
feafe,  and  of  very  dangerous  tendency. 
Our  cafe  feems  to  have  depended,  almod 
entirely,  on  pure  membranous  irritation. 
And  it  is  curious  to  obferve,  how  this  irri- 
tation was  firSt  impreifed,  by  the  fcorching 
rays  of  the  fun,  on  the  membranes  of  the 
brain  ; and  thence  communicated  to  the 
other  membranes  of  the  body,  as  of  the 
firft  paffages,  the  urinary  organs,  and  the 
whole  vafcular  fyftem,  occafioning  fymp- 
toms  peculiar  to  all  the  parts  affedted.  In 
fadt,  this  cafe,  properly  confidered,  is  only 
a fever  from  heat.  That  cold  adts  mod 
certainly  as  a febrile  caufe  when  applied 
to  a particular  part  of  the  body,  is  now  ge- 
nerally acknowledged.  And  the  cafe  un- 
der confideration  is  a demonstration  of  the 
fame  effedt  from  a topical  application  of 
heat.  Thus  two  caufes,  heat  and  cold,  in

their  own  natures  the  moft  oppofit  eto  one 
another,  produce  a difeafe  of  perfectly  the 
fame  nature,  to  wit,  fever  ; and  produce  it 
too,  in  the  fame  manner,  by  a partial  appli- 
cation. The  fixth  cafe  is  a fever  from 
cold.  In  both  thofe  cafes,  arteriotomy 
was  of  the  greatefl  fervice  for  the  head- 
ach. 

The  feventeenth  cafe  was  certainly  rheu- 
maticky for  the  lady  had  been  afflicted  with 
the  rheumatifm,  for  feveral  years  before,  at- 
tended with  a quick  pulfc,  and  fizy  blood. 

Such  headachs  as  accompany  the  oph- 
thalmy  in  general  are  owing  to  a fympa- 
thetick  irritation.  This  is  evident  in  the 
fourth,  eighth,  and  fourteenth  cafes.  And 
this  fympathetick  affe&ion  may  at  laft  be- 
come inflammatory:  an  inftance  of  which 
we  have  in  the  fifth  cafe.  Or*  both  the 
head  and  eyes  may  be  affedted  in  the 
fame  manner  from  a common  caufe,  as  in 
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the  eighteenth  cafe.  Or  the  headach  may. 
Comparatively  fpeaking,  be  the  primary 
diforder  j and  fo  afFedt  the  eyes  in  the  differ- 
ent ways  mentioned,  as  in  the  ninth,  tenth, 
and  twelfth  cafes. 


SECT.  II, 

Of  the  Hemicrany. 

What  has  been  faid  of  the  headach,  in 
general,  is  alfo  applicable  to  the  hemicrany: 
for  it  admits  of  the  fame  latitude  as  to  its 
nature.  Befide,  the  hemicrany  is  more 
commonly  divifible  into  continual  and  in- 
termittent. The  proximate  caufe  of  the 
continual  hemicrany  is,  fometimes,  feated 
within  the  head.  Of  this,  the  fifth  cafe  is 
an  example.  The  proximate  caule  of  the 
intermittent  hemicrany  is  never  within  the 
head.  The  pain,  in  this  cafe,  depends  on 
pure  membranous  irritation,  arifing  from 

fympathy 
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fympathy  with  the  proximate  caufe,  which 
is  lodged  in  the  intedines.  This  difeafe, 
however,  may,  through  bad  treatment,  be 
brought  to  the  nature  of  a continual  hemi- 
crany,  as  in  the  eighteenth  cafe.  I have 
no  reafon  to  doubt  that  it  was,  at  fird,  of 
an  intermittent  nature  : but,  through  over 
indulgence,  it  was  not  only  never  fuffered 
to  intermit ; but  what  was,  at  fird,  only  a 
Ample  nervous  irritation,  was,  by  the  fame 
means,  aggravated  into  an  inflammatory 
affedtion ; which,  having  thus  become  the 
principal  diforder,  I have  confidered  it  ac- 
cordingly as  a continual  hemicrany.  This 
inflammatory  congedion  was,  probably, 
the  caufe  of  the  watery  effuflon  within  the 
head,  by  impeding  the  adtion  of  the  abfor- 
bents.  And  the  opening  of  the  Tempo- 
ral Artery  redo  red  the  abforption,  by  re- 
moving the  inflammation.  In  whatever 
way  the  effedts  of  arteriotomy  were  pro- 
duced in  this  cafe,  they  were  extraordi- 
nary; for  the  eye  was  redored  to  its  na- 
tural 
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tural  fize,  and  every  morbid  fymptom  was 
removed,  except  the  amaurofis.  Indeed, 
could  the  patient  have  obferved  rules,* 
there  were  even  hopes  that  he  might  have 
obtained  a complete  cure. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  is  evident 
that,  the  continual  hemicrany  is  often  a 
dangerous  difeafe;  though,  when  timely 
affiftance  is  given,  it  is,  for  the  moft  part, 
curable.  Although  the  intermittent  he- 
micrany  be,  from  its  own  nature,  never 
dangerous,  and,  although,  there  be  an  ac- 
knowledged analogy  between  it  and  inter- 
mittent fevers;  yet,  few  diforders  have 
given  more  trouble  to  the  phyfician  than 
this.  It  has,  indeed,  generally  been  found 
very  difficult  of  cure.  The  Peruvian  Bark, 
fo  far  as  I have  obferved,  does  hurt  in  this 
cafe.  I have  fucceeded  with  Laxatives  and 
Opium:  of  which  the  26th  cafe  is -an 
inftance.  And  I have,  formerly,  recom- 
mended this  method  for  the  intermitting 
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tHalmy  *.  But,  as  I had  cured  agues  with 
hemlock,  and  even  after  the  Bark  had 
failed,  it  was  natural  for  me  to  try  this 
medicine  in  the  intermitting  hemicrany  : 

i 

and,  from  experience,  I can  hitherto  fay, 
that  it  always  cures  the  difeafe  ; and  alfo 
renders  the  patient’s  general  health  better, 
perhaps,  than  it  had  been  for  long  before. 
The  nineteenth,  and  twenty- firft,  cafes 
are  given  as  proofs  of  the  efficacy  of  hem- 
lock in  this  difeafe, 

SECT.  Iir. 

Of  the  Phrenitis. 

The  fixteenth  cafe  may  juftly  be  called 
an  incipient  phrenitis.  In  the  phrenitis,  ar- 
teriotomy  is  preferable  to  any  other  mode 
of  drawing  blood.  But,  when  the  patient 
is  reftlefs  and  intractable,  as  is  generally

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the  cafe,  blood-letting,  of  any  fort,  is  at- 
tended with  inconvenience.  And,  indeed, 
from  what  I have  feen,  I am  induced  to 
believe,  that  cooling  and  diluting  means, 
which,  at  the  fame  time,  move  powerfully 
by  urine  and  ffool,  and,  as  much  as  pof- 
lible  without  exciting  irritation,  make,  at 
all  times,  a principal  part  of  the  cure;  and 
aCt  fo  effectually  as,  in  many  cafes,  to  ren- 
der bleeding  unneceffary.  Of  this  we 
have  an  example  in  the  twenty- feventh 
-cafe. 


SECT.  IV. 

Of  the  Ophthalmv. 

This  diforder  occurs,  like  any  other  in  > 
flammation,  either  with,  or  without,  fever,, 
And  though  this  laft  be  ofteneft  the  cafe; 
yet,  the  diftinCtion  ought  always  to  be 
kept  in  view,  as  it  much  affeCts  practice.

When  the  ophthalmy  is  accompanied  with 
fever,  you  muft  principally  attend  to  the 
latter,  as  being  the  caufe  of  the  former. 
You  fhould,  therefore,  draw  blood  accord- 
ing to  the  urgency  of  the  local  diforder. 
If  the  inflammation  be  great,  open  the 
Temporal  Artery,  as  being  the  mod  ef- 
fectual palliative.  If  it  is  moderate,  bleed- 
ing at  the  arm,  and  moderate  bleeding  too, 
will  be  fufficient.  But  the  principal 
means  of  cure  muft  be  thofe  which  take 
off  febrile  irritation;  fuch  as  cooling,  di- 
luting, laxative,  and  diuretick  medicines, 
daily  perfifted  in,  till  the  fever  either  ceafes 
entirely,  or  intermits.  In  this  laft  cafe, 
the  Peruvian  Bark  muft  be  given  to  carry 
off  the  fever:  and  it  will,  generally,  cure 
the  ophthalmy  at  the  fame  time.  If  the 
ophthalmy  fhould,  notwith Handing,  con- 
tinue ; then  draw  blood  from  the  Tempo- 
ral Artery,  which  will,  almoft  to  a cer- 
ta  rity,  quickly  remove  it  : and  a contin- 
uance of  the  Bark  Will  prevent  its  return. 

When 
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When  the  ophthalmy  is  not  attended 
with  fever,  you  fhould  immediately  have 
recourfe  to  the  opening  of  the  Temporal 
Artery,  as  being  the  mod  certain,  and  the 
mod  fpeedy  means  of  cure  yet  known. 
If  the  inflammation  does  not  depend  on 
fome  conditutional  defect,  the  cure  will  be 
radical.  If  otherwife,  as  in  the  cafes  of 
fcrofula,  obdructed  menfes,  or  the  like, 
though  the  cure  will  not  be  complete;  yet, 
if  the  diforder  be  very  acute,  arterio- 
tomy  is  the  mod:  fpeedy,  and  the  mod  ef- 
fectual palliative. 

i 

As  to  external  means;  they  mud  vary 
according  to  circumdances.  The  keeping 
of  the  eyes  cool,  and  the  exclulion  of 
light,  are,  in  every  cafe  of  ophthalmy, 
indilpenfably  necedary;  and  will  often  fu- 
perfede  all  other  topical  applications.  I 
am  able  to  tedify,  that  two  or  three  drops 
of  Laudanum,  as  recommended  by  Me  IT. 

Wathen 
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Wathen  and  Ware,  is  one  of  the  bed;  topi- 
cal remedies  for  inflamed  eyes  *. 

SECT.  V. 

Of  the  Albugo. 

The  word  Leucoma  is  adopted,  by  No- 
fologifts,  as  the  generical  name  of  this 
difeafe.  And  the  fpecies  that  occurs  fo 
often  in  the  foregoing  cafes,  and  of  which 
only  I mean  to  treat,  is  called  Albugo.  I 
beg  leave  to  adopt  this  word,  for  theEng- 
lifh  fpecifick  name  alfo ; becaufe  our  lan- 
guage does  not  afford  a proper  one.  Even 
our  generical  name  is  a circumlocution : for 
fpeck,  fpot,  or  offufcation,  are  not  rightly 
underflood,  till  the  name  of  the  part 
affe&ed  is  added.  This  diforder  occurs 
fo  often  in  the  foregoing  cafes,  that  it  is 
neceffary  to  fay  fomething  of  it  here. 
In  all  the  cafes  of  the  ophthalmy,  where

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the  Mercurial  Laxative  Pills  were  ufed,  it 
was  chiefly  on  account  of  the  Albugo. 
And  it  is  obfervable,  that  thofe  pills  were 
of  the  greateff:  fervice  for  this  diforder. 
But  it  is  likewife  evident,  that  the  cure  of 
the  inflammation  was  thereby  retarded, 
frequent  relapfes  of  it  having  occurred, 
which  could  be  imputed  to  nothing  elfe, 
but  to  the  patient’s  being  more  liable  to 
catch  cold,  from  the  ufe  of  the  mercury- 
It  is  with  peculiar  fatisfadion,  therefore, 
that  I can  recommend,  from  experience,  a 
more  powerful  remedy,  even  than  mercu- 
ry, for  the  Albugo ; and  which,  at  the 
fame  time,  is  free  from  its  inconveniencies. 
I mean  the  Extrad  of  Hemlock;  which  I 
have  ufed  often  in  this  cafe.  I have  alfo 
found  it  an  excellent  remedy  for  the  fcro- 
fulous  ophthalmy.  And  as  both  thofe 
diforders  yield,  with  great  difficulty,  to 
all  other  means  hitherto  tried,  I have 
thought  it  right  to  fliew  the  great  efficacy 
of  the  Hemlock  in  each,  by  giving  fuch 

fpecimens 
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fpecimens  as  are  to  be  found  in  the  third 
fection  of  the  laft  chapter. 

SECT.  VI. 

Of  the  Amaurosis, 

The  ninth  cafe  exhibits  fuch  a fplend- 
ed  effedl  of  arteriotomy,  in  the  Amauro- 
fis,  that,  I flatter  myfelf,  for  the  future, 
in  no  inftance  will  this  deplorable,  and  too 
often  incurable,  difeafe,  be  abandoned, 
till  this,  among  other  powerful  remedies, 
hath  had  a full  trial.  We  have  proved 
the  efficacy  of  this  operation  to  be  fo- 
vereign  for  the  removal  of  inflammation. 
In  the  ninth  cafe,  it  feems  to  have  carried 
off  the  difeafe  by  freeing  the  optick  nerve 
from  compreflion,  probably,  the  effedl  of 
a flow  congeftion  in  the  contiguous  arte- 
rious  ramifications.  In  the  eighteenth 
cafe,  it  operated  in  the  fame  manner,  of 

removing 
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removing  congeftion  in  the  blood  veftels, 
which  was  the  caufe  of  the  watery  effufi- 
on,  by  impeding  the  adtion  of  the  abfor- 

bents.  This  leads  us  to  extend  the  ufe 
of  arteriotomy  to  the  removal  of  fome 

other  difeafes,  as  the  dropfy  of  the  head. 


SECT.  VII. 

Of  the  Apoplexy. 

I once  ordered  the  temporal  artery  to 
be  opened  for  a man  labouring  under  the 
apoplexy,  at  Wirkfworth.  He  was  a work- 
man of  fome  fort  in  Mr.  Hurt’s  fervice  ; 
and  the  late  Mr.  Mellor  was  the  furgeon. 
The  artery  bled  very  brilkly  : but  after  a 
good  deal  of  blood  had  been  loft,  with- 
out any  apparent  good  effedt,  I chofe  to 
defift , left  I jfhould  have  been  thought  to 
take  away  that  life,  which  it  had  not  been 

in 
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in  my  power  to  fave*:  for  I was  taught 
to  believe,  that  blood-letting,  if  not  ufe- 
ful,  is  not  innocent  in  the  apople,y|'. 
However,  I am  ftill  of  opinion,  that,  in 
fuch  cafes,  arteriotomy  ought  to  have  a 
full  trial ; but  with  every  precaution  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  reputation  of  the  phyfi- 
cian,  and  fatisfattion  of  the  patient’s 
friend. 

SECT.  VIIL 
Of  the  Angina,  or  Quinsev. 

I have  never  tried  the  opening  of  the 
temporal  artery  in  any  fpecies  of  the

Quinfey ; 
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quinfey : but  I formerly  recommended 
it  for  the  common  inflammatory  quinfey*; 
and,  likevvife,  for  that  fpecies  of  the  di- 
feafe  which  is  ufually  called  the  Croup |(. 
As  the  common  inflammatory  quinfey 
very  often  occurs  ; and,  when  it  has  once 
happened,  is  very  apt  to  return  : be  * 

fide,  as  it  is  very  difficultly  hinderec 
from  coming  to  fuppuration,  except  whei 
taken  at  the  very  beginning ; and  when  it 
has  once  fuppurated,  it  is  ftill  more  dif- 
ficult, in  all  future  relapfes,  to  prevent 
the  fame  confequence  ; I would  advife  the 
ufe  of  arteriotomy,  as  a remedy,  that  bids 
fair  for  removing  fuch  an  inflammation 
more  lpeedily,  and  more  effe&ually,  than 
any  of  the  means  that  have  yet  been 
tried. 

j 

I think  that  this  operation  ought  to 
be  pradtifed  in  every  other  fpecies  of

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purely  inflammatory  quinfey:  and  its  ufe 
becomes  indifpenfable,  in  proportion  to 
the  danger,  or  acutenefs  of  the  cafe. 
In  particular,  we  ought  to  have  recourfe 
to  it  immediately,  when  called  in  cafes 
affedting  the  top  of  the  gullet,  or  wind- 
pipe, efpecially  the  latter.  Though  I 
cannot  eafily  conceive,  how  an  inflamma- 
tion can  exift  in  either  of  thofe  parts, 
without  both,  to  appearance,  being  equal- 
ly afFedted,  at  leaf!,  from  fympathy.  The 
two  lafl  cafes  in  this  work,  are  in- 
ffances  of  the  inflammation  of  the  top 
of  the  wind-pipe  : and  I have  publifhed 
them,  becaufe  it  is  a diforder  leldom  met 
with  in  pradtice,  and  becaufe  our  accounts 
of  it,  in  books,  are  very  imperfedix 
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STRICTURES 

ON  THE  USUAL 

OPERATIONS  for  the  CATARACT; 
AND  A NEW  ONE  PROPOSED. 

THE  frequent  difficulty  in  depreffing 
a Cataradt,  and  its  being  very  apt 
to  rife  again,  are  two  fuch  capital  ob- 
jediions  to  couching,  that  a new  method 
of  operating  hath,  perhaps,  with  great 
reafon,  been  attempted.  I mu  ft  not,  how- 
ever, omit  taking  notice,  that  as  we  can- 
not be  certain,  that  thofe  Cataradts  were 
thoroughly  depreffed,  which  afterwards 
rofe  again,  fo  it  might  be  worth  while  to 
afcertain  this,  by  couching  with  a needle 
having  a much  broader  point  than  has  been 

O 2 yet 
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yet  ufed.  Sucha  large  furface,  being  applied 
to  any  CataraCt,  could  fcarce  fail  of  puff- 
ing  it  effectually  down  ; where,  in  all  pro- 
bability, it  would  continue  for  a confider- 
able  time  j even  till  the  ruptured  cells  of 
the  vitreous  humour  were  reunited,  when 
it's  afcent  would  become  impoffible.  For, 
the  event  of  couching  is  rendered  preca- 
rious, not  only  on  account  of  the  fmall 
furface  of  the  needle  commonly  em- 
ployed, but  alfo  by  reafon  of  the  re- 
liftance  from  the  vitreous  humour  : for, 
though  that  part  of  the  CataraCt,  on 
which  the  needle  refts,  quickly  makes 
its  way  -3  yet,  the  fides  of  it,  efpecially  if 
/oft,  are  neceffarily  puffed  upwards, 
and  having  never  been  applied  to  the 
bottom  of  the  eye,  the  whole  is  kept  fuf- 
pended,  and  foon  returns  again  to  its 
former  place.  Whereas,  if  the  Cataratf; 
be  compleatly  depreffed  upon  its  largeff 
furface,  hydroftatical  experiments  would 
induce  us  to  expeCt  the  confequence 

which 
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which  we  have  juft  now  mentioned. 
This,  to  be  fure,  is  obvious  to  every  per- 
fon : and  I can  fee  no  reafon  why  it  was 
notpraCtifed  long  ago,  unlefs  from  an  ap- 
prehenfion  of  bad  efteCts  from  cutting 
into  the  ball  of  the  eye,  which  later  ex- 
perience fhews  to  have  been  ill-founded. 

Couching  is  fo  neat  and  fimple  an 
operation,  that  every  humane  perfon  muft 
be  interefted  for  its  luccefs.  And,  indeed, 
at  any  rate,  the  method  of  extraction, 
hitherto  praCtifed,  does  not  appear  to  be 
a remarkable  improvement;  feeing  its  in- 
conveniencies  are  not  only  more  numer- 
ous,  but  alfo  often  productive  of  worfet. 
confequences* 

For,  firft,  in  running  the  knife  through- 
the  cornea  lucida,  fo  very  near  the  Irisr 
it  is  fometimes  fcarce  pofiible  to  ftiun  it, 
on  account  of  the  quick  involuntary  mo- 
tions of  the  eye, 

Secondly^, 
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Secondly,  fuppofing  the  operator  has 
kept  clear  of  the  Iris;  yet,  this  being  a 
rnufcular  part,  it  is  brought,  by  the  pain, 
into  violent  con  tradions,  at  the  very  time 
when  the  catarad  is  forced  through  it, 
which  mud  diftrad  and  tear  it;  and  the 
more,  as  even  at  its  greateft  natural  dila- 
tation, it  is  not  fit  to  tranfmit  fo  large  a 
body,  as  the  cryftalline  lens.  That  fuch 
a laceration  always  trikes  place,  I have  no 
reafon  to  doubt;  fince,  in  all  the  cafes  that 
I remember  to  have  feen,  the  pupil  was 
wide,  unequal,  and  immovable,  after  the 
operation.  It  is  no  wonder,  therefore, 
that  a fmart  inflammation  Ihould  be  the 
general  confequence  of  this  operation. 

i 

Thirdly,  as  the  capfules  of  the  cryftal- 
line,  and  vitreous  humours,  are  one  con  - 
tinued  membrane,  the  adhefion,  on  that 
account,  is  fo  great,  that,  generally,  the 
lens  cannot  be  forced  out,  even  by  pref- 
fure  upon  the  eye,  without  previoufly 

wounding 
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wounding  the  capfule  : by  which  means, 
this  membrane  is  left  behind.  Now,  the 
difeafe  is  often  in  the  capfule,  as  well  as 
in  the  lens : and,  therefore,  when  the 
former  is  left  behind,  matters  are  much 
as  they  were  for  it  hangs,  like  a curtain, 
before  the  light,  and,  unlefs  at  the  par- 
ticular part  where  it  has  been  torn,  the 
patient  fees  no  better  than  before.  Of 
this  I have  feen  more  inftances  than  one. 

Fourthly,  in  fpite  of  every  precaution, 
offufcations  will  be  produced  on  the  cornea 
lucida  j which,  though,  at  firft,  not  op- 
polite  to  the  pupil,  will,  in  fome  habits, 
lpread  fo  as  to  intercept  the  light. 

Finally,  fuppofing  all  thofe  inconve- 
niencies,  and  others  too,  which  could  be 
mentioned,  may,  now  and  then,  be  Ihun- 
ned ; yet,  that  can  only  happen  under  the 
hands  of  a Daviel,  a perfon  very  much 
converfant  in  the  practice  of  this  opera- 
tion ; 
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tion : this  objection  is  of  great  mo- 
ment ; lince  any  thing,  that  promifeS 
mjich  utility  to  mankind,  ought,  if  pof- 
lible,  to  be  rendered  eafy  and  practicable, 
that  it  may  be  difperfed  into  many  hands.

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  appears, 
that  though  the  moft  certain  means  of 
getting  rid  of  a cataraCt  is  by  extraction  ; 
yet,  that  operation,  as  hitherto  praCtifed, 
is  liable  to  fo  many  inconveniencies,  and 
requires  fuch  a nice  obfervance  of  circum- 
ft  mces,  that  it  is  fcarce  probable  it  will 
ever  become  general. 

This  gives  every  perfon  a title  to  pro- 
pofe  whatever  feems  moft  likely  to  fuc- 
ceed  : nay,  it  is  their  duty  fo  to  do.  I Ihall, 
therefore,  without  any  apology,  defcribe 
the  method  which  1 would  recommend, 
being  the  refult  of  a number  of  trials  made 
on  dead  bodies. 


§ i.  The 
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§ i.  The  patient  being  conveniently 
feated,  as  ufual,  an  affi han't  is  to  keep  the 
palpebras  wide  open,  by  taking  hold  of  the 
eyelafhes. 

§ 2.  The  operator,  having  made  the  pa- 
tient look  towards  his  nofe,  inftantly 
pufhes  the  cutting  forceps  into  the  albu- 
ginea, at  the  diftance  of  about  one  fourth 
of  an  inch  from  the  cornea  lucida,  and  in 
a plane  parallel  to  that  of  the  iris. 

§ 3.  The  lancet  being  introduced  as  far 
as  it  will  go,  he  allows  the  forceps  to  open 
a very  little,  that  the  lancet  may  fly  back  ; 
and  then  prefles  the  toes  of  the  forceps  to- 
gether, as  before,  and  introduces  them 
between  the  Iris  and  Cataradt,  into  the 
aqueous  chamber. 

§ 4.  Having  thus  got  a view  of  the 
forceps,  he  draws  it  gently  back  again,  till 
its  point  touches  the  external  edge  of  the 

cataradt ; 
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catarad:  and  then  allowing  it  to  open  fuf- 
ficiently, 

§ 5.  He  pufhes  his  indrument  cau- 
tiouflv  forwards,  till  he  fees  that  the  ex- 
ternal leg  of  it  has  got  over  the  catarad: 
he  then  takes  a very  gentle  hold  of  it, 
and  extracts  it.

The  affidant  can,  very  eafily,  keep  the 

eyelids 'afunder,  without  incommoding  the 
furgeon,  by  taking  hold  of  the  eyelafhes 
as  direded  (§1.):  and  this  is  alfo  the 
firmed:  gripe,  and  ealieft  for  the  patient. — 
When  thofe  hairs  are  wanting,  it  will  be 
neceffary  to  keep  the  eyelids  open,  by  pref- 
fing  the  upper  one  againd  the  brow,  and 
the  lower  again d the  cheek-bone,  a fold 
of  linen  being  placed  between  them,  and 
the  aflidant’s  finger,  to  prevent  their  Aid- 
ing, by  the  watering  of  the  eye.  How- 
ever, in  this  cafe,  perhaps,  the  operator 
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may  find  it  more  convenient  to  keep  down 
the  lower  .eyelid  himfelf. 

The  operator  needs  not  he  very  anxious 
with  regard  to  the  place  where  he  makes 
his  opening.  It  if  intended,  that  the 
knife  fhould  not  be  pufhed  in  diredly 
upon  thecatarad;  becaufe  that  might  tear, 
or  diflodge  it,  which  would  render  the  ex- 
tradion  more  difficult.  But,  fuppofe  the 
knife  was  put  in  oppofite  to  the  catarad; 
yet,  the  operator  may  keep  clear  of  it,  by 
direding  the  point  of  his  knife  a little  in- 
wardly, towards  the  bottom  of  the  eye. 
On  this  account,  he  ought  not  to  hefitate 
long  before  he  makes  his  incifion.  (§  2.)  : 
for,  by  fo  doing,  he  will  both  fatigue  him- 
felf, and  the  patient,  without  any  neceffity; 
and  render  the  event  of  the  operation 
more  precarious,  by  fpoiling  the  fteadineis 
of  his  hand. 
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As  we  cannot  know  but  the  CataraCt 

• # 

may  be  loft,  it  will  always  be  prudent 
to  take  a very  flight  hold  of  it.  And 
much  preffure  is  the  lefs  neceffary,  as  the 
legs  of  the  forceps  are  fcabrous  internally., 
But  if,  either  fro?h  extreme  foftnefs, 
or  increafed  bulk,  the  extraction  by  the 
forceps  fhould  be  lefs  convenient,  it 
may  be  effected  in  this  manner. — Hav- 
ing introduced  the  forceps  into  the  eye, 
as  above  directed  (§  2.),  in  order  to 
keep  that  organ  liable,  and  the  wound 
diftended,  extraCt  the  CataraCt  between 
its  legs,  by  means  of  a hook,  or  rather  a 
fmali  icoop* 

When  the  CataraCt  adheres  to  the  Iris, 
a cafe  hitherto  deemed  incurable,  you  are 
to  feparate  it  by  the  forceps,  before  you 
attempt  to  extradt,  or  take  hold  of  it. 

This  Pofterior  Method  feems  to  re- 
quire lefs  nicety  in  the  performance,  than 
4 «ven

«rven  bleeding  at  the  arm;  an  operation  fo 
common,  that  every  gardener  takes  upon, 
him  to  perform  it,  and  generally  performs 
it  too  with  fuccefs.  Befides,  all  the  ob- 
jections commonly  made,  either  to  couch- 
ing, or  to  Daviel’s  method,  are  obviated 
by  it ; for,  whether  the  Cataradt  be  firm  or 
foft,  adhering,  or  loofe,a  membrane  in  the 
aqueous  humour,  or  an  opacity  ot  the

lens,  or  of  its  capfule,  it  makes  no  odds: 
neither,  in  this  way,  can  the  lucid  cornea, 
or  iris,  be  injured  with  any  degree  of 
probability. 

Objections  have  been  made  to  this 
operation ; but  fcarce  any  that  deferve  no- 
tice. Experience  alone  can  fhew  its  dis- 
advantages . T he  cutting  of  larger  veflels, 
than  are  to  be  met  with  in  the  cornea  lu- 
cida,  may  be  of  ufe;  topical  bleedings,  we 
know,  rather  prevent,  than  occafion,  in- 
flammations; and  the  blood  will  ooze  out 
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at  the  opening,  and  not  blend  with  the. 
vitreous  humour. 

The  Description  of  the  Cutting 
Forceps. 

Fig.  vr. 

This  inftrument  is  reprefented  of  the 
natural  fize  *.  It  is  five  inches  long  : 
and  its  external  ftrudture  is  divifible  into 
two  parts,  a forceps,  and  a cylindrical 
tube*  Thefe  contain  two  other  parts,  to 
wit,  a fpiral  fpring,  and  knife,  or  lancet. 
Each  fhall  be  deferibed,  according  to  the 
order  in  which  they  are  here  mentioned. 

The  forceps  is  made  in  this  manner. 
Two  plates  are  foldered  to  the  fame  end 
of  a cylindrical  tube,  but  oppofite  to  each

other 
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other,  and  within  the  bore.  Thefe  plates, 
therefore,  form  the  legs  of  the  forceps. 
Each  leg  is  about  two  inches  long ; and 
begins  with  a narrow  neck,  which,  in. 
length,  as  well  as  breadth,  meafures  two 
eights  of  an  inch.  It  then  becomes  broad- 
er,  meafuring,  both  ways,  three  eights 
of  an  inch.  After  this,  it  tapers  gradually 
till  it  becomes  an  eighth  of  an  inch  broad; 
when  it  continues  of  an  equal  width 
to  the  point,  which  is  for  about  half  an 
inch.  The  point  is  rounded.  The  legs 
of  the  forceps  are  very  thin,  and  extremely 
well  polifhed ; only  the  internal  furface 
of  each,  at  the  fmall  extremity,  or  toe, 
is  lcabrous  : and  about  the  middle  of  each, 
internally,  there  is  a fhort  pin. — The  tu- 
bular part  of  the  forceps,  is  about  half  an 
inch  long  : and,  near  its  upper  end,  there 
is  a tranfverfe  flit,  which  is  terminated,  at 
one  end,  by  an  internal  perpendicular 
groove. 
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The  fecond  part  of  this  inflrument  is 
a tube,  whofe  length  is  three  inches,  and 
bore  about  two  tenths  of  an  inch.  This 
long  tube  is  very  flender;  a good  deal  more 
fo  than  the  other,  which  is  the  connect- 
ing medium  of  the  whole.  About  two 
tenths  of  an  inch  from  its  lower  end, 
there  is  a fmall  (hort  pin.  This  long 
tube  is  fo  contrived,  as  to  Aide  exaCtlv 
within  the  bore  of  the  tubular  part  of  the 
forceps,  the  pin  correfponding  to  the 
groove.  And,  after  it  is  fully  introduced, 
the  one  tube  being  turned  a little  with- 
in the  other,  both  are  fecured  together 
by  means  of  the  pin,  which  now  lodges 
in  the  tranfverfe  flit. — The  broad  part  of 
the  forceps  is  intended  as  a lodgment  for 
the  blade  of  the  knife:  and  the  knobs, 
obfervable  in  the  figure,  are  productions 
from  the  blade,  which  fhall  be  fpoken  to 
afterwards.

Exhibits  a view  of  the  fpiral  fpring. 

This  fpiral  fpring  is  made  of  fleel  wire*. 
It  is  nearly  of  an  equal  length  with  the 
long  tube.  The  threads  are  about  a line 
diftant  from  each  other.  And  the  tranf- 
verfe  diameter  of  the  fpring  correfponds 
to  the  bore  of  the  tube.  The  fpring  muft 
be  made  of  very  fmall  wire  5 otherwife  it 
will  be  too  fliff  for  the  purpofe. 


* All  the  parts  of  this  inftrument,  except  the  fpring 
and  knife,  are  made  of  brafs.

Exhibits  a view  of  the  knife. 

The  blade  is  of  a triangular  fhape.  At 
its  upper  part,  exclulive  of  the  knobs,  it 
is  five  lines  broad.  It  then  tapers  very 
quickly  to  its  point;  fo  that  it  is  not 
four  lines  long.  There  are  fmall  hori- 
zontal knobs,  jetting  out  from  each  upper 
angle,  which  ferve  a double  purpofe, 
namely,  for  pulling  down  the  knife, 
when  the  iriftrument  is  to  be  ufed,  and 
for  keeping  ii.  from  plunging  altogether 
into  the  body  of  the  eye,  when  making 
the  incilion  — The  ftalk  of  this  knife  is 
very  flender,  and  equal  in  length  to  the 
two  tubes  when  joined  together.  A tranf- 
verfe  fedtion  of  it  is  quadrangular;  except 
at  its  upper  extremity,  which  is  formed 
into  a male  fcrew.  Upon  this  is  fixed, 
by  a female  icrew,  through  its  center,  a 

fmall 
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fmall  round  plate.  This  plate,  as  to 
breadth,  correfponds  exa&ly  with  the  bore 
of  the  long  tube ; fo  that  it  may  Hide 
eafily  backward  and  forward  within  it. 
Its  ufes  are  to  make  the  knife  move  fteadi- 
ly  and  eafily,  between  the  legs  of  the  for- 
ceps; and  to  draw  together  the  threads 
of  the  fpring,  when  the  knife  is  pulled 
down. — About  a quarter  of  an  inch 
from  the  blade  there  is  a row  of  three 
notches,  or  blind  holes,  on  each  fide  of  the 
flalk,  oppofite  to  the  legs  of  the  forceps. 
Thefe  notches  correfpond  to  the  pins  in 
the  forceps,  in  order  to  fecure  the  knife 
from  flipping,  when  it  is  brought  down 
to  its  proper  place  for  operating,  as  in 


Fig.  ix. 

The  parts  of  the  inflrument,  thus  de- 
feribed,  are  conftru&ed  in  the  following 
manner. 
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TLe  blade  of  the  knife  is  lodged 'within 
the  forceps,  the  ftalk  having  been  put 
through  the  tubular  part  of  it ; the  fpiral 
fpring  is  put  upon  the  ftalk  ; the  plate  is 
fcrewed  on  j and,  laftly,  the  whole  being 
introduced  into  the  long  tube,  it  is  did 
into  the  fhort  one,  in  the  manner  which 
has  been  defcribed. — While  the  inftru- 
ment  is  in  this  fituation,  the  blade  of  the 
knife  lies  concealed  in  the  broadeft  part 
of  the  forceps,  as  has  been  already  ob- 
ferved  (Fig.  6.).  But,  when  it  is  to  be 
ufed,  the  blade  is  pulled  down,  fo  that 
its  point  may  project  a little  beyond  the 
.extremity  of  the  forceps  (Fig.  q.).  In  or- 
der to  this,  you  are  to  hold  the  inftru- 
ment  in  one  hand,  and  pull  down  the 
knife  with  the  other,  by  refling  your 
forefinger  upon  one  knob,  and  your 
thumb  upon  the  other.  After  the  knife 
is  brought  down  to  its  place,  you  muft 
keep  a firm  hold  of  it,  by  means  of  the 
forceps,  in  the  fame  manner  that  a pen  is 

held. — * 
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held. — As  foon  as  the  preffiire  is  taken  off 
from  the  legs  of  the  forceps,  the  fpring, 
by  its  elafticity,  returns  to  its  former 
length ; and,  of  courfe,  the  knife  recedes 
within  the  broadeft  part  of  the  forceps, 
as  before. 
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
